would discourage their construction, and 
Indirectly place a greater burden on indi- 
vidual homeowners.

Naturally I think It's proper that 
all properties bo on the tax rolls at a fair 
figure. But I think much more study 
should have been done before they re- 
leased this current release," said the 
Schaumburg mayor.

THE FOUR organizations charged un- 


derassessments of Woodficld. land owned 
by Union Oil Co., Motorola Inc.-Commu- 
nicatlons Division and Meadow Trace 
Apartment Complex arc costing home- 
owners in the township $-1.7 million in tax 
revenue. 


Atcher said the charge that Woodficld 


b worth $100 million is untrue. When the 
entire Woodficld complex is completed 
"there is no doubt it will be worth $100 
million," Atcher said. But he noted a 
twin theater building, office buildings, 
bank buildings and ancillary land devel- 


opment will be included in that figure, 
when they ore finished. If Woodfield 
proper (the moll and parking area) were 
worth $100 million alone, "it would have 
cost $50 to $CO per square foot, which is 
way beyond the cost of construction for 
facilities such as that," said Atcher. 


The mayor also quarreled with the 


CAP assessment on open land, saying 
"the same people are making speeches 
about needing open space." Placing high 
assessments on open land would make 
the property too valuable to lie dormant, 
said the mayor. Developers would be 
forced to cover all land with buildings, or 
sell it to someone else who would, If the 
CAP assessment figures wore used, he 
said. 


Land values already have made farm- 


ing too expensive In the township, sold 
Atcher, pointing out the low number of 
farms in the area. Assessing open land in 
a development at the CAP rates would 
mako it just as prohibitive to leave green 
area, he said. 


Atcher also charged overly high as- 


sessments would discourage construction 
and other development to the point it 
would no longer take place. 


"No developer of commerce and in- 


dustry b going to look at land, much less 
purchase it for development, if the as- 
sessment b high," said the mayor. Lack 
of development would mean no growth in 
the tax base, he sold. 


"IN THE LAST four years Schaum- 


burg will hove placed on the land some- 
where in the neighborhood of $300 mil- 
lion" worth of development, he said. "In 
the neighborhood of $100 million will go 
on the tax rolls this year. A huge per- 
centage is commercial and industrial, 
which is picking up about half of the tax 
load. Tho only reason we have those b 
because of the assessment practices of 
the county office," said Atcher. 


"If they did anything bordering on 


what is proposed by the IEA, Schaum- 
burg may as well just fold up and quit," 
said Atcher. 


The mayor also noted Schaumburg has 


a minimum home lot size of 10,000 
square feet, much of which b open land 
in each lot. Changing the assessment pol- 
icy for open land would also Increase the 
assessment for Individual homeowners, 
he said. "Assessment practices have to 
be equal," he said. 


Atcher has tentatively scheduled a

"I would hope they do not moke a 


statement or take a stand until I have an 
opportunity to talk with them," said Uie 
mayor.

At yesterday's concluding session of 


the three-day hearing, ACLU Atty. Alex- 
ander Pollkoff argued that public hous- 
ing in the suburbs is needed in order to 
enforce the original order to locate low- 
income bousing in white neighborhoods. 


HUD Atty. James Murray argued, 


however, that suburban towns and their 
officials have not had a chance to be 
heard in the case. He said they should 
not be used as a "remedy to the city's 
discrimination." 


CHA Atty. Patrick O'Brien told Judge 


Austin the CHA believes in a metropoli- 
tan approach to public housing. How- 
ever, he said, the ACLU should sue sub- 
urban towns and counties for dis- 
crimination rather than use the CHA to 
build public housing in the suburbs. 
O'Brien said the proposed ACLU Order 
would send the CHA, "on a great, big 
snipe hunt." 


"We don't think this case was ever 


about bousing in the suburbs," he added. 


Murray questioned only one witness 


yesterday, HUD employe Joseph P. Sa- 
bella, who said Congress had allocated 
little money this year to finance public 
housing in this area. He estimated there 
are funds for only 300 new, low-Income 
housing units In Chicago this fiscal year 
and 500 more In the next fiscal year. 


THE ACLU PLAN, initially, calls for 


750 units in the suburbs In addition to 
1,500 already required in the city. 


The ACLU long-range proposal would 


have 20,000 units built in the suburbs and 
40,000 In the city. 


In his closing argument Pollkoff pre- 


dicted an appeal by HUD and the CHA to 
any new order handed down by Judge 


Austin other than an order that HUD put 
forth its "best effort" to stop segregation 
in low-income housing. He argued that 
Judge Austin should lay ground rules in 
order for a future time when money is 
appropriated by Congress. 


Polikoff said suburban towns have not 


cooperated in building low-income hous- 
ing so far. They should be threatened 
that the court will force it on them if 
they don't allow it voluntarily, he said. 


If the judge doesn't act be will be "let- 


ting the CHA off the hook," according 
to Polikoff. He argued that suburbs 
should be forced to take low-income 
housing "because the evidence shows 
there is no other way to provide relief for 
Chicago residents." 


JUDGE AUSTIN raised the question of 


whether suburban discrimination is eco- 
nomic rather than racial. He questioned 
forcing suburban towns to provide ser- 
vices to public housing residents without 
additional tax revenue. 


The judge charged some sociologists 


"want to make the suburbs the same as 
the city" in order to stop "white flight to 
the suburbs." He also said he might wait 
for a U.S. Circuit Court opinion on a sim- 
ilar case before ruling on the ACLU and 
HUD proposed judgment orders. 


Murray said the ACLU plan would 


not work. The HUD attorney said it 
would only lead to more lawsuits. He 
said, "the suburban communities have 
not been found guilty of any crime. 
CHA's discriminatory conduct can't be 
assigned to them." 


He said the ACLU proposed order 


would lead to "more court transcripts, 
not more public housing" for poor urban 
blacks.

large citizen participation so that it will 
be a strong voice capable of influencing 
village and other officials to take action. 


In theory, HERA will encompass all 


village residents and smaller homeowner 
associations. Any resident of the village 
Is eligible to join. 


Members insisted HERA Is not a one- 


issue organization. However, the in- 
stallation of the power lines is the first 
problem to face, they said. 


Representatives attending the Dec. 5 


meeting will act as a fact-finding com- 
mittee to determine more precisely 
where and how Edison plans to construct 
the high tension wires. 


Although Initially the organizing com- 


mittee wanted to fight the utility until it 
agreed to put the power lines under- 
ground, members said HERA probably 
could not win. 


Edison officials have said they will try 


to put the wires on the north side of the 
tollroad, but above ground. According to 
the utility's figures, it will cost 20 times 
more to put the lines underground than 
above ground. 


HERA members said they would try to 


verify Edison's figures. Depending on 
what the utility says at the Dec. 5 meet- 
ing, HERA will vote to fight for the un- 
derground proposal or agree to the north 
side of the tollroad compromise. 


MEL BUDLSH, acting moderator of 


HERA, said the group's decision will be 
passed on to the village board. If the vll-

THE PRESIDENT outlined some of his 


duties as a representative of Hoffman 
Estates and noted much of his time eve- 
nings and weekends Is spent on public 
relations. 


"These are some of the things a presi- 


dent docs, sign and review all payroll 
checks, all bills payable, ordinances, 
bonds and plats; interview prospective 
committee members for consideration 
for appointments and preside at all meet- 
ings," ho said. 


A president also must preside at 


groundbreaking and dedication ceremo- 
nies, attend social events, conferences 
and seminars. In addition, the president 
is expected to accept telephone calls 24 
hours a day. "I know, because I get 
called often," ho added. 


Downey told tho members making the 


president's office full-time could Increase 
the competition or decrease it 


"On tho negative side, the village is 


asking a man to Interrupt his career and 
run for a job that has no job security," 
ho said. 


THE COMMITTEE members generally 


agreed tho village's growth calls for a 
full-time president, and even discussed a 
proposed salary of approximately $20,000 
a year. 


However, they agreed with the presi- 


dent's recommendation to drop dis- 
cussion now. They will ask Village Mgr.

Investigators are seeking a connection 


between the execution style killing of a 
man found buried near DCS Plaines last 
week and several other recent murders 
in the Chicago area. 


The name of the dead man has been 


learned by the Herald, but is being with- 
hold because neither Cook County Sher- 
iffs police nor officials at the county 
morguo will confirm the man's Identity. 


The murder victim, a 44-year-old Chi- 


cago man. was reportedly killed by a 
gunshot wound jn his head. The man's 
hands were tied behind his back and a 
pillow caso covered his head. There are 
reports five more bullets were found in 
his back. 


The Herald has learned the murder 


victim was linked to the crime syndicate 
and it has been confirmed the man is 
wanted by police in Boone County, 111., 
Elgin, and Chicago. The man also report- 
edly has a criminal record in Washing- 
ton, California, Florida and served time 
in an Illinois prison after a felony con- 
viction. 


TUB MtmDEUED man was arrested 


In rural Bclvidcre, 111. in Boone County 
hit January after he allegedly broke into 
a homo there. The Boone County sheriff's 
office said the man was captured before 
he could get away. 


Ho was released on a $20,000 bond, but 


never appeared In court on the scheduled 
date. 


In June the same man was arrested by 


Elgin police for ore king Into the home 
of an minois State Trooper. He was in- 
dicted for the crime shortly afterwards 
but later disappeared while on bond and 
police in that city are still looking for 
him. 


There have been reports the man Is 


linked to two other murder victims found 
In the Chicago area but Cook County 
sheriffs police who are handling the in- 
vestigation have denied those reports. 


Dental charts of the man, who has 


been tentatively identified by sheriff's 
police, have been made and will be com- 
pared today to dental records of the man 
believed to be the murder victim. 


Police have said they don't know how 


long the body was buried, however in- 
dications are it couldnt have been in the 
grave more than a couple of months be- 
cause the body was only partially decom- 
posed. 


A leather magnifying glass caso with 


the name of a Chicago stamp and coin 
shop on it and a set of upper dentures 
found on the body were reportedly the 
only clues police had. 


The body was found Friday afternoon 


in a wooded area about 100 feet north of 
Algonquin Road and 100 yards west of 
the Tri-State Tollway just east of Des

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Newly elected 


members of Congress mcy be happy to 
find out about a cash or carry system for 
their stationery allowance. 


The allowance for House members was 


upped from $3,500 to $4,250-a-yoar, just 
before the last session of Congress ad- 
journed. But the amount is not as inter- 
esting as tho way the money is handled. 


Starting with the first day of tho ses- 


sion Jan. 3, tho $4,250 allowance will be 
credited to each congressman at the 
House stationery store — a shop just like 
any other except that the prices arc low- 
er and only congressmen and their staffs 
can buy. And there arc no sales taxes. 


CONGRESSMEN CAN carry away 


from tho store free stationery supplies 
for their offices up to the amount of the 
allowance. Or they can draw all or part 
of tho allowance in cash — no questions 
asked. 


The assumption Is that if a congress- 


man doesn't like what ho can get from 
the House store — and he can get every- 
thing from personal, custom-made letter- 
head stationery to desk pens and paper 
clips — ho can draw tho cash and buy 
elsewhere. 


If he went elsewhere he'd have to pay 


more because the price of office supplies 
in tho House store Is tho lowest In the 
nation, furnished at what is known as 
government cost. If the congressman 
doesn't like somo.particular item he can 
have the store order a different brand, so 
long as It has to do with his office. 


A FEW YEARS ago, one congressman 


had tho stationery store buy automobile 
tires for him from his stationery allow- 
ance, saying ho needed them to get 
around to his constituents. That isn't 
done anymore, but there Is nothing to 
stop a congressman from drawing tho 
cash to buy tires at regular commercial 
establishments under tho carry-cash pro- 
vision.

Wheeling Businessman 1 Of 
60 Killed In Moscoiv Crash 


Wheeling businessman Norman R. 


Sackheim, 56, was listed early Wednes- 
day as one of 60 persons killed in Mos- 
cow when a Japan Air Lines plane 
crashed shortly after takeoff Tuesday. 


Mr. Sackheim, a long-time resident of 


Highland Park, was chairman of the 
.board of Strum and Drum, 177 W. Hlntz 
Rd., and chairman of the board of XL 
Screw Corp., located In the same build- 
ing. 


Strum and Drum, founded by Mr. 


Sackheim in 1965, moved to its Wheeling 
building in 1968. The $290,000 structure 
has 44,500 square feet of space for of- 
fices, display rooms, manufacturing and 
warehouse space. 


Strum and Drum imports music in- 


struments' and accessories, and the XL 
Screw Corp., established in 1968, imports 
screws, nuts and bolts. Mr. Sackheim 


• originated the concept of importing nuts 
and screws meeting American standards, 
and has been called a pioneer in that 
field. The firm is in the process of plan- 
ning a new building. 


A graduate of the University of Chi- 


cago, Mr. Sackheim founded Heads and 
Threads Corp., which produced fasten- 
ers. The firm was sold in 1960 to MLS 
Industries, Inc. He was a director and 
vice chairman of the board of MLS until 
he founded Strum and Drum. 


The family was notified of Mr. Sack- 


helm's death early Tuesday morning, 
several hours after officials had an- 
nounced he was one of 76 passengers on 
the plane. The jet flight, bound for Tok- 
yo, had originated in Copenhagen. Mr. 
Sackheim was on a business rip. 


Reports were that the plane exploded 


before it plunged to the ground. Officials 
estimated 16 persons had survived the 
crash. 


Family survivors include Mr. Sack- 


heim's wife, Pauline, two daughters, 
Mrs. Troy (Nancy) Weidenheimer and 
Mrs. Jeffrey (Barbara) Weiner, and a 
son, Ron A. Sackheim, president of 
Strum and Drum.

to go out and do these things." 
• .Some other people In this central 1111- 
nflls agricultural community of 630 per- 
s^ns apparently hold the same view. 
' ^'One man called and asked for the 
sfcriff last week," Mrs. Calbow said. 
"When I told him I was sheriff, he re- 


plied, This don't sound like a sheriff, it 
sounds like a lady.' " 


MRS. CALBOW. a 46-year-old blonde 


who laughs shyly about her Job when dis- 
cussing it with strangers, ran for the of- 
fice in 1970 at her husband's suggestion. 
He had been sheriff four years and under 
(ho law then could not succeed himself. 


"It started out as a Joke," she said 


during a recent Interview, turning to 
glance at the police radio which blares 
constantly Into her small office In the 
basement of the white-pillared county 
courthouse. 


"I thought he was kidding, but he said, 


'Why don't you try it,' and I did." 


The county treasurer, who could not 


succeed himself cither, had the same 
idea. Both his wife and Mrs. Calbow won 
over male opponents. 


Mrs. Calbow, In fact, won by a margin 


three times larger than her husband

, Highly articulate and Issue oriented, 
Qllss Nakagawa overcame the problems 
of;boing a political unknown, of having 
only $700 In her campaign fund, of being 
both young and female, to defeat Jacob 
Pyo, S3, a state employe with a long 
record of service In the Parent-Teachers 
Association. 
JMISS NAKAGAWA. helped by enthu- 
siastic friends, would be up at 5:30 a.m. 
ddrlng the campaign to stand on street 
corners waving, placards or do some 
house-to-house canvassing before class 
cpch morning. 
•!'Pcoplo wanted a change and saw an 
opportunity for change In me," she said. 


The dynamic teen-ager who held many 


offices In high school government sees 
herself as the "student voice" on what 
she describes as an "elite group," the 11- 
membcr school board, the policy setting 
bdHy for the state's public school system.. 
."People say to mo, 'being 18, you 
might have a hard time.' But I say being 
18- is an advantage," Miss Nakagawa 
said. 


"1 Just graduated from high school and 


12 years of the public education system. 
Because of that I'm much closer to the1 
schools and student's problems than any 
other person on the board." 


MISS NAKAGAWA replaces a min- 


ister, who first gave her the Idea thit a 
student could and should be elected to 
the board. 


"When I started thinking about the 


possibilities of having a student on the 
board. I really got excited and said, 
'Yes, I'm going to run. I'm going to run.' 
We took It from there." 


Miss Nakagawa's outspoken ideas may 


raise some eyebrows among the con- 
servative, older members of the board, 
but she Is very anxious to be taken se- 
riously. 


Favoring 
educational 
experiments, 


Miss Nakagawa thinks high school stu- 
dents should be allowed to smoke on 
campus, would like to see teacher eval- 
uations by pupils and wants more em- 
phasis on vocational training. She plans 
to write a monthly newspaper column to 
be published In a youth paper circulated 
at schools "to explain what the board is 
doing and ask for student feedback." 


AWAKE of the drug problem in public 


schools, Miss Nakagawa believes more 
classes about the adverse effects of 
drugs arc the key to curtailing their use. 


"Unless you test new Ideas, you can 


never tell If they're good or bad," she 
said. 


Miss Nakagawa sees her position as a 


"big responsibility since people are 
watching to sec how youth succeeds. If I 
do a good Job," she said, "more students 
will be elected to the school board in the 
years to come." 


Although preparation for the twice- 


monthly nighttime board meetings and 
her school work tako up most of her 
time, Miss Nakagawa still is interested 
in rock concerts, movies, dormitory liv- 
ing and dates.' 


She doesn't have a boyfriend and shyly 


admitted she's "still looking."

polled in 1966 from the county's 6,000 
residents. Having grown up on a Putnam 
County farm, she is well known in the 
area, but she said the margin was also , 
due to the fact that "most people liked 
Warren and knew be would be working 
with me." 


SINCE SHE had been a deputy to her 


husband for four years, she found her 
duties did not change much when she 
took command. ' 


She still acts as jail matron and book- 


keeper, does the linens for the prison and 
cooks meals for the average of three 
monthly prisoners, usually drunk driv- 
ers, who spend the night in the county's 
135-year-old cells. 


Since the sheriffs house is attached to 


the Jail and adjacent to the courthouse, 
she can move easily back and forth, 
sending her 13-year-old son off to school 
and doing housework after she finishes 
her sheriffs chores. Both Calbows work 
in the office seven days a week. 


Mrs. Calbow has not had any physical 


defense training, and she leaves arrests 
("I've issued one traffic ticket") to her 
husband, a former truck drive. 


NEVERTHELESS, she clearly enjoys 


her Job — as long as Mr. Calbow is 
around. 


"If I see something is wrong," she 


said, "I usually will call my husband and 
he comes and takes care of it. 


"I really haven't made an arrest my- 


self. I've never been in a dangerous situ- 
ation. I've had no need for a gun yet, 
although I keep a loaded pistol in tho 
house, and I hope I never do. 


"But I'll tell you, if I had to use it, I 


probably would." 


The sheriff, who worked In a factory in 


Sterling for 15 years and then retired to 
raise three sons, said her current job is 
more interesting, gun or no gun. 


"There's something new all the time," 


she said. "It might be two burglaries, 
but each one is different" 


Burglaries, in fact, are the most 


serious crimes perpetrated since the Cal- 
bows took office. More typical, Mrs. Cal- 
bow said, are "silly" calls, such as a 
woman asking where to get black ce- 
ment. 


"A MAN BOUGHT a duck call that 


didn't work and wanted to know what we 
were going to do about it," she said. 


"Some people just don't understand 


what a sheriff's job is. Another guy told 
us he saw a man steal two tires. He 
wanted my husband and me to get those 
tires, but he wouldn't sign a complaint" 


On more serious calls she sold, "A lot, 


of people won't tell me anything, they'll 
want to talk to Warren. But then some, 
will only talk to me." 


Mrs. Calbow, admittedly not a fan of 


women's liberation as it affects personal 
relationships, is not insulted by the 
slights. 


"I think a man is the head of a house- 


hold, and if he isn't — he should be." 


She will not run for reelection in 1974,' 


even though Putnam County voters de- 
cided in 1970 when they elected her that 
a sheriff should be able to succeed him- 
self. 


"I don't think I want to be sheriff 


again," she said. "If he (Warren) 
couldn't succeed himself, I might. I en- 
Joy being sheriff, but I would leave it to 
him."

Mora than flS million In disaster loan 


applications have been filed with the 
Small Btuineu Administration as the re- 
sult d major flooding that hit the Chi- 
cago area In August and September. 


Robert A. Dwyer, midwestcrn regional 


director of the SBA. tald there have been 
4JOS home-loan applications for more 
than $13 million, and 142 business-loan 
applications for more than $2 million. 


Dwyer, who spoke Tuesday at a four- 


hour seminar on flood control sponsored 
by the Chicago Association of Commerce 
»nd Industry and held at the Sherman 


Hotel in Chicago, said more than $9 mil- 
lion in loans already have been awarded. 


DWYER WAS ONE OF several mem- 


bers of a panel of experts discussing pos- 
sible solutions to the flooding problem, 
including proposed legislation and en- 
forcement of existing laws. 


Also speaking was James Rcichardt, 


administrative assistant of the Illinois 
Department of Local Governmental Af- 
fairs, who told of the agency's in- 
volvement in the National Flood Insur- 
ance Program, which provides relief for 
flood ravaged residents. 


Since the heavy flooding earlier this 


year, many communities have applied 
for flood insurance, which would then en- 
able residents of those communities to 
purchase protection. Before the flooding, 
few communities were covered by such 
policies. 


Rcichardt provided an overview of the 


program and explained how communities 
can apply and obtain such insurance and 
what steps residents can take to get the 
insurance coverage. 


Other panelists included John Guillou, 


chief waterway engineer of the Water 
Resources Management Division of the 


Illinois Department of Transportation; 
Ivan Alien, director of urban devel- 
o p m e n t for Kane County; Donald 
Schultz. chairman of the DuPage County 
Mayor'and Managers Conference; Ben 
Sosewitz, general superintendent of the 
Metropolitan Sanitary District, and Col. 
Richard M. Wells, district engineer of 
the Chicago District Army Corps of Engi- 
neers.

give you lumber in the large dimension 
you often would like. And a wide thin 
board, even II obtainable, is subject to 
warping and twisting. 


Plywood has Improved so much in re- 


cent years that It is strong enough to use 
in heavy construction, fine enough to be 
used as elegant paneling. 


Plywood Li not artificial. It is made of 


thin sheets of natural wood glued togeth- 
er with plastic rwlns under heat and 
prcsHUrc. 


The grains of each layer alternate, 


running at right angles to each other. 
This Is what gives plywood Its great 
strength. 


The extra dimension of plywood layers 


Is achieved by peeling logs on giant lath- 
cs. Thin method of cutting a log gives 
plywood Its strange grain and Identifies 
rotary grain plywood, the most com- 
mon. 


MOUK CONVENTIONAL and hand- 


some grains can be obtained by cutting 
the log In half and then slicing with razor 
sharp blades into extremely thin sheets, 
or by quartering the log and (hen slicing. 
Such plywood is more expensive. 


Just as with ordinary lumber, plywood 


ii available In both softwood and hard- 
wood. There arc also interior and ex- 
terior grades from which to choose. The 
exterior grades arc bonded with resins 
th.it arc waterproof. 


Plywood differs In the way you handle 


it. Cutting is the problem most people 
encounter since there Is a tendency for 


the cut to be ragged and full of splinters 
along one surface. 


You want to protect the good side of 


the plywood. To do this, remember that 
the point of each saw tooth must enter 
the wood on the surface that will be ex- 
posed, the surface you want to leave in 
good condition. 


Using a hand saw or a table saw, keep 


the good side up. Using a portable power 
saw, keep the good face down. 


"IP YOU LAY out a pattern on the 


plywood, keep this in mind when you do 
it and trace the pattern on the proper 
side depending on what kind of a saw 
you arc going to use. 


Use a fine tooth blade on a power saw 


and set the height so that the teeth just 
protrude above the plywood as you cut 
through It. 


Planing can chew up an edge if done 


as you would with ordinary lumber. 
Work along the finish side first, angling 
the blade toward the center line of the 
wood. Use short strokes and don't let the 
blade go through to the opposite side. 


When you have finished as far as you 


can on one edge, turn the work over and 
work from the opposite edge. 


Should you have to sand, always sand 


with the grain. 


Plywood generally comes in sheets 


four by eight feet. Take advantage of the 
size and lay out your work with as little 
waste as possible.

Cops Are Best 


Crime Fighters 


Team Tackle 


It is a sad but inescapable part of 


suburban life, this quality of fear. 


We fear for our children in 


school, that they won't be exposeS 
to unwholesome influences, such as 
drugs. We fear for our neighbor- 
hoods, that they shall remain much 
as we remember them when we 
moved in. 


And, we fear crime — the creep- 


1 n g , growing suburban brand 
which seems, at times, to threaten 
each of us in a special, personal 
way. 


We feel helpless, trapped by our 


fears — but the way in which we 
choose to react will determine 
whether those fears will be cased 
01, in the long run, increased. 


One response recently was talk 


of forming a vigilante committee 
in a portion of south Mount Pros- 
pect to combat a wave of burgla- 
ries which has swept through that 
community. 


Residents held a meeting at the 


Mount Prospect Country Club to 
discuss the problem and to stem 
talk of the vigilante group. Police 
Chief Bert Giddcns explained to 
the residents what his men had 
been doing to reduce the problem. 


Any examination of crime statis- 


tics in the Northwest suburbs will 
show that the fear of burglaries is 
n realistic fear. Burglary is an 
increasingly popular crime here, 
Just as arc many other crimes. As 
communities grow, it seems that 
crime statistics grow along in 
stride. 


Yes, there's substance behind 


the fear of crime. But formation of 
a vigilante group could help to 
create other fears, too. 


Encouraging vigilante action 


against possible intruders — how- 
ever well intended and carefully 
prepared — only increases the 
threat that a neighborhood child, 
walking in a backdoor to visit a 
friend, might be hurt by an over- 
zealous resident. 


Indeed, many burglars are noth- 


ing more than neighborhood chil- 
dren who, for one complex reason 
or another, decide they want to 
steal something that doesn't belong 
to them. 


The police, although in many 


cases lacking numbers, are the 
persons responsible for maintain- 
ing law and order (and, in turn, 
dealing with some of our fears). 
They are aware of the growing 
problem of burglary and will do 
everything in their power to deal 
with that problem. 


There is a role for local residents 


to play in preventing crime. First, 
it is simple logic that doors and 
windows should be locked at night 
and that other precautions should 
be taken to prevent the conditions 
from occurlng that encourage bur- 
glary. 


Second, each of us have the re- 


sponsibility to report crimes or 
suspicious events in our commu- 
nities to the local police. Coopera- 
tion with the police — and a per- 
sonal alertness to changing condi- 
tions in our suburbs — can help to 
reduce crime. 


Fear isn't going to vanish over- 


night if all of us follow these com- 
mon sense hints. But we can learn 
to live with our fears, and make 
our communities a better place for 
all of us.

the Senate gave them a slim 49-47 advan- 
tage. 


They promptly lost control of both 


houses in off-year 1954. In 1956, Ike's re- 
election margin was 9.5 million votes, his 
percentage 57. The effect? His party lost 
two House seats, stayed dead even in the 
Senate at 47. 


Actually, Mr. Nixon in 1968, though 


nosing out Sen. Hubert Humphrey by less 
than one per cent, outdid Ike's 1956 pull. 
The GOP gained five House seats and 
seven in the Senate. 


This year, as we know, with Mr. Nixon 


getting 61 per cent and a record-smash- 
ing margin of 17.4 million votes, his par- 
ty picked up 11 House seats but lost two 
in the Senate. 


Look at the fuller record and you'll see 


just how dismal has been the Republican 
competition for Congress since Hoover's 
days. 


There have been 21 general elections 


from 1932 through 1972. Republicans 
have won Congress just twice, both times 
for a limited two years. One was that 
1952 thing with Ike, the other in 1946, 
when post-war weariness (GOP slogan: 
"Had enough?") gave them 246 House 
seats and a 51-45 Senate edge. 


In all those 21 tests, the GOP has nev- 


er matched its 1928 Hoover showing of 
267 House seats. Indeed, only five times 
has it elected 200 or more representa- 
tives, and 1956 was the last time. 


The best it has done in the House since 


then was 192 in 1968 with Mr. Nixon, and 
its 191 this time is nearly identical. From 
1958 on, the Republicans have never had 
more than 44 per cent of the House mem- 
bership (their proportion in the newly 
chosen Congress is just that). They have 
fallen as low as 32 per cent in 1964 and 35 
per cent in 1958. 


GOP Senate showings haven't been 


much different. Ike's 1956 showing kept 
them at a respectable 47. For the next 
four elections, the party's Senate totals 
plunged into the low-to-middle 30s. With 
Mr. Nixon in 1968, they got to 43, where 
they are in the new lineup. In 1970, coun- 
ting in Conservative Sen. James Buck- 
ley, they edged up to 45. 


Now, against this record, what in thun- 


der gave anybody the idea that a second- 
term bid by Mr. Nixon, even if it swept 
all 50 states, was going to suddenly haul 
GOP contenders for Congress out of the 
dark swamps they've been wandering m 
for 40 years? There was no hard evi- 
dence anywhere to support such a pros- 
pect.

Plastic bogs, made mainly of tougher 


polyethylene film, have taken over in- 
creasingly from paper sacks because 
they don't break, are waterproof and are 
reusable for many purposes, 
Rcifler 


•aid. They have strong, stiff, locking 
handles, and the advertisements printed 
on their sides have a relatively long ex- 
posure life. 


Reifler claims the cost of plastic bag

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advertising is about 3 cents a bag. That, 
says Reiflcr is cheaper than magazine or 
television advertising. 


About 110 million plastic promotional 


bags are turned out yearly. Unlflex 
makes 40 million and the others are di- 
vided mainly between Bemis Co. of Min- 
neapolis, Amko Inc., of Cincinnati, PDC 
Inc., of New York and Poland Bros, of 
Baltimore. 


ALL KINDS OF businesses advertise 


on the bags. Banks using them range 
from New York's huge Chase Manhattan 
to small savings and loan associations. 


Thousands of retailers use them. So do 


makers of cigarettes, soft drinks, food 
products like Jello, the big oil com- 
panies, newspapers such as the Wall 
Street Journal and New York Times, 
public utilities, country chibs, libraries 
and museums. 


The person who carries one of these 


bags, thus, really is a moving billboard 
and is paid for passing the message by 
obtaining freo a convenient, durable par- 
cel container. 


Reiner said making bags is a complex 


business because his firm has to print 
the ads on them in one to six colors. 
Uslflcx uses 75 tons of printing inks 
monthly and 420 million feet of film. 


The film con be recycled and it burns 


completely, leaving no ash. It is too thick 
to be dangerous to children like the thin 
film used by dry cleaners a few years 
back. That film suffocated some babies 
when It mistakenly was used by mothers 
as waterproof crib sheeting.

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A Bit Of Osage Lore In Coin-Medal | 


All but tot In the unul lUck of Mon- 


day morning preu releases was a per- 
sonal invitation from Sylvester J. Tinker, 
Principal Chief of the Osage Tribe, to 
attend the 100th anniversary celebration 
of the tribe's removal from his native 
Kansas to the Oklahoma Indian Territo- 
ry. 


Coinddentally, In the same mail was 


an announcement from the Indian Tribal 
Series In Phoenix, Ariz., that the eighth 
in a series of 38 coin medals being issued 
by as many American Indian Nations, 
was now ready for release. It was, oddly 
enough, the official coin-medal of the Os- 
age Tribe. 


The published authentic history of one 


of the most powerful Indian tribes In 
America Is issued jointly with the pure 
silver coin-medal as decreed by the Os- 
age Tribal Council. The release date of 
Sept. 30 for the Osage People (104 pps. 
Indian Tribal Series) along with the med- 
al, marks tho 100th year since the tribe 
was forceably moved from tho midwest 
to tho reservation at Pawhuska, Okla.' 


CONFINEMENT IN what Is now 


known as Osage County, Okla., however, 
made them one of the wealthiest tribes 
tn the United Slates as a result of fa- 
bulous oil strikes. 


Based on "head rights" payments 


from oil shares amounted to over $40,000 
for a family of five. But extravagance 
resulting from conspicuous consumption 
of the white man's essentials — automo- 


biles, furs, fancy homes and lavish 
knlckknacks — soon spelled unhapplness. 


In 1932 the "per head" income dropped 


to $585, gradually climbing again to 
roughly $2,780 in 1970. In his book, "The 
Osage People," author W. David Bolrd, 
associate professor of history at the Uni- 
versity of Arkansas, effectively breathes 
new life Into their proud earlier days. 


The book and medal, each marked 


with the same serial number, have been 
approved by the Tribal Council and are 
available through the Indian Tribal 
Scries, 401 East Indian School Road, 
Phoenix, Ariz., 85012. 


BUREAU OF THE RUNT 


The Bureau of the Mint has ordered a 


cut-off Oct. 16 for all orders for 1972 Un- 
circulated 40 per cent Sliver Elsenhower 
dollars. Mrs. Mary Brooks, director, an- 
nounced that the Mint has received or- 
ders for more than two million of the 
"Ike" dollars since Aug. 1, and in keep- 


ing with her promise to accept purchases 
for the maximum quantity possible to 
produce within minting facilities, it was 
determined that two-million-plus pieces 
would peak that capacity. 


Mrs. Brooks also called attention to the 


delay in accepting orders for the 1973 
Proof Coin Set until suitable adjustments 
are made in the new packaging.

League football record book goes under a 
subheading. 


It reads: Elk Grove. 


The Grenadiers did some rewrite work 


In'the MSL record journal a year ago 
'when they rose up to snare their first 
conference title. They wore something 
clso again In 1972 though, as the circuit 
rounded out its first full decade of grid 
competition. 


As in each of the past nine seasons, 


there was no scarcity of teams or indi- 
viduals climbing onto various honor rolls 
and shattering an array of loop stan- 


. dards. While there wore many with 


something to say though, no one said it 
w i t h the Impact that coach Don 
Schnako's Grcns were able to muster. 


Led by peerless quarterback Jetf Stew- 


art, the Grove put the finishing touches 
on the MSL's 10th football anniversary 
by becoming the best offensive team 
among the nearly 100 units drummed 
Into shape by 28 different head coaches 
since the conference came into existence 
back In 1063. 


Schnakc's 72 gang was also one of the 


better ones on defense. 


Individually, among tho perhaps 3,000 


youngsters who have donned a varsity 
uniform to compete in the MSL grid 
wars, Stewart ranks right up among the 
very best. 


He is the very best rushing quarter- 


back the loop has ever known, according 
to statlstics.-He is also among the most 
productive of say 500 to 1000 backs who, 
have lugged or lofted a pigskin in league 
play over those ten campaigns. 


These figures come to light on a series 


of six career honor listings, covering 
various offensive categories In the MSL. 
Each contains approximately 10 names 
— the cream of the crop since 1063 — 
and Stewart Is on two of those lists. 


In loading Elk Grove to a pair of titles, 


tho 6-3 all-state pick rushed for a total of 
944 yards. No other signal caller has 
gone that far. Only seven players have 
rushed for more and all were running 
backs. 


On the total offense list Stewart also' 


ranks eighth now with 1506 yards for his 
career. Only three of those seven ahead 
.of him hero were able to go over the 1500 ' 
. mark in only two seasons. The rest were 
boosted along by playing varsity ball 
during their sophomore year. 


Four other players also moved up on to 


these select billings by adding stellar 72 
showings to previous accomplishments. 
. Jan FlUgerald. Palatine's flashy three, 
year receiver, and Marty Frlel, stocky

veteran Kersey end, both moved up onto 
a pair of honor rolls dealing with recep- 
tions. 


Friel now ranks third in all-time MSL 


pass receiving, having collected 732 
yards over three campaigns, Fitzgerald 
is fifth here behind Friel at 650 and fifth 
again ahead of Friel on the total-recep- 
tions log. 


Fitzgerald pulled in a total of 46 passes 


in those trio of seasons and Friel is next 
in'Jine with 40. 


Of the two other griddcrs moving onto 


a career MSI honor roll, only one is tech- 
nically rounding out his prep career. 
Mike Atkocaitis has now made the pass- 
ing list top heavy with Conant quarter- 
backs by, becoming the third Cougar sig- 
nal caller to make it. 


Ills three-year figures, all but 21 yards 


achieved during the past two seasons, to-' 
tnl out to 1129, placing him ninth behind 
former teammate John Macdonald (in 
5th) and ex-Cougar standout Scott John- 
son (2nd). 


Moving among this same group, one 


notch ahead of Atkocaitis, is Daryl Fel- 
tes. He is only a junior but as a member 
of Glenbard North's club which is trans- 
ferring to the Trl-County next year, will 
not sec his efforts count toward further 
MSL achievements. 


In two years Feltes has already ac- 


cumulated 1170 yards worth of passing in 
league play. Ironically, he Is the third 
member of this elite top 10 not getting in 


, a full senior season ... a broken hand 
prevented Johnson from playing all but a 
scant bit as a senior and former Pros- 
pect star Mike Gaffney moved out of 
state after passing for over 1000 yards in 
his soph and junior years.

"I grew up in the ghetto In Omaha. I

We moved like seven 
or eight times before I was 13.1 remem- 
ber we lived in this big house, like an 
apartment house, but we lived on the 
sixth or seventh floor walkup. In the at- 
tic. We had two rooms. I had to sleep 
with my sister. My brother wasn't born 
yet. Then we moved to another apart- 
ment. One room, for four people.

"I was hanging around with all kinds 


of guys, playing ball with them. Some 
were better athletes than me. But a lot of 
them ended up in jail or reformatory or 
quit school. I could have got in trouble 
like 10 times, 11 times. Instead I got into 
one bad scape. That's all. It was a mis- 
take, and Im sorry for it. 


"But sports kept me from doing more 


bad stuff. And like after high school I 
wanted to go to college. My mother 
didn't understand. She wanted me to get 
a job. She said I wouldn't make it in 
college because I was too poor, too small 
and too black. 


"Maybe she was right about the lost, 


as far as my happiness In Lincoln. I've 
been made to feel like a nigger — away 
from football. It's a tough place for a 
black to live. There's no social life. It's 
dull. The boredom makes you want to do 
something. But I just stay in my apart- 
ment and watch TV every night. I feel 
like I'm being watched. Cops come to my 
apartment about four times a month, 
checkin' me out. They never come before 
1 in the morning, and more like 2 or 3 in 
the morning, and get me out of bed. 
They say they're checin' about some dis- 
turbance. 


"I was busted last summer for posses- 


sion of marijuana. But I wasn't booked, 
wasn't charged with anything. I was 
cleared, because there was no mari- 
juana. But there was national publicity. 


"I had a detective check on my phone. 


He found It was tapped. Lot of people 
here not really for me. They're trying to 
catch me in trouble. I don't know, maybe 
they think I'm uppity, getting ahead loo 
fast. I think I was being followed, too. 
I'm paranoid all the time here, 


"I actually feel that after the football 


season is over, after January 1, I'm go- 
Ing to be a very nervous person. They 
won't need me any more to win football 
games. I want to leave here and go to 
school in Omaha but my probation offi- 
cer won't let me. No, I won't graduate in 
four years. Very few athletes do. Be- 
sides, how can I keep my mind on stud- 
ies with all this happening? 


"I want the Heisman more than ever 


because so many people don't want me 
to have it. I have the stats for the award. 
I have the achievements. People gave 
me another chance to play. I played 
well, I kept straight. I think I'm an all- 
right dude."

ty, chances arc the patient Is reflecting 
his family's problems. 


"When a person living with a family 


and growing up with a family has devel- 
oped a scries of difficulties In Inter- 
personal relationships," explained a 
Tcmplo University psychiatry professor, 
"ho can be treated more effectively 
along with his family." 


According to Dr. David Rubinstein, 


who Is affiliated with the Eastern Psy- 
chiatric Institute of Philadelphia, a per- 
son's ability or Inability to form good In- 
terpersonal relationships depends a great 
deal on the kind of relationships which 
existed within his family. 


"By studying the family," he ex- 


plained, "wo can find If there have been 
abnormalities In developing relation- 
ships. Wo can find out what is basically 
wrong in the 111 person's attitude towards 
other and we could also find out what 
other aspects of his relationship with his 
family can be further explored, im- 
proved or ameliorated." 


OIL RUBINSTEIN posed a hypothetic- 


al case. "If a parent called me to say his 


child was acting very strange I would 
ask to see the child and also to see the 
caller. I would then try to evaluate the 
patient who is having a crisis and also I 
would find out what his family has done 
to cope with this behavior. 


"My experience has shown that family 


members can learn to do much more 
than they have to help a person In 
trouble. The fact that they haven't 
done more is not because they don't want 
to but because they don't know any bet- 
ter. 


"Quite often," Dr. Rubinstein contin- 


ued, "we have been able to prevent hos- 
pitollzation of the psychiatric patient be- 
cause the family cooperates as a thera- 
peutic agent. This of course saves tho 
•family despair, anxiety and the fear of 
not knowing what will happen with this 
person in the future. When a family Is 
helpful we have found the patient even 
recuperates much foster." 


As a member of the social unit: the 


family; the patient should not be iso- 
lated, according to Dr. Rubinstein, from 
this unit so the family Is involved with 
the patient throughout his hospital stay. 


"Wo Involve the entire family as soon 


as possible in regular sessions. Wo in- 
clude all children In the family who can 
contribute to the sessions. By working on 
tho family's role relationship we help not 
only the patient but we prevent further 
problems in the family as well." 


WHAT IF A family doesn't want to 


participate In therapy? "Usually I give 
them an example," explained Dr. Ru- 
binstein, "I tell them they ore asking me 
to do something while at the same time 
they're asking me not to be able to do it. 
I explain the importance of their re- 
sources in helping their patient get reha- 
bilitated. 
v "I tell them if they brought me a car 
for repair they would bring the whole car

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'Teen Lib9 Movement Taking Shape

WASHINGTON (UPI) _ The crazy- 


quilt pattern of itate medical laws, 
coupled with the freer lifestyle and mo- 
blllty of teen-agers, has created a new 
'liberation movement" — teen medical 
rights. 
; Theodore Irwin, author and magazine 
writer, says that the growing freedom of 
teen-agers "has had a major Impact on 
' the health of many young people." 


Irwin said that was underlined by the 


question: 


Do minors have the right to seek out 


and obtain needed medical and related 
services without having to obtain the ap- 
proval of their parents? 


IN A nECE.NT public affairs pamph- 


.Ict, published by a nonprofit educational 
organization, the Public Affairs Com- 
mittee Inc., Irwin said that drugs and 
sex particularly caused health problems 
for minors. 


Increased drug use can cause a variety 


of medical problems, he said, and vener- 
eal disease "has been reaching alarming 
epidemic proportions among adoles- 
cents." 


"By far the greatest surge for legal 


rights of tccn-agcrs has been, and contin- 
ues to be, In the area of birth control 
guidance and devices," Irwin said. 


Ho said that such rallying slogans as 


"abortion on demand," which have been 
part of the Women's Lib movement, now 
arc also a part of the "teen liberation" 
movement 


"As they see it," Irwin said, "an In- 


tegral part of sexual freedom Is the right 
of access to effective methods of avoid- 
ing unwanted pregnancies." 


SEX IS NOT the only area that causes 


difficulty or controversy. Irwin cited sta- 
tistics from the American Public Health 
Association that show patients under 20 
account for one-third of the work of out- 
patient psychiatric clinics. 


"And a sharp increase Is predicted In 


the relative number of young people In 
mental hospitals," ho said. 


Yet sexual and drug activity, In par- 


ticular, are among the subjects teen- 
ngcrs are least likely to discuss with 
their parents, Irwin said. In additloc, 
there are about 3 million persons under 
IB who do not live with their parents. 


Instead, largo numbers of tccn-agcrs 


are seeking medical help on their own 
and demanding the right to be treated 
w i t h o u t parental consent and in- 
volvement. 


BECAUSE OF what Irwin called "a 


crazy-quilt pattern of state laws," many 
doctors won't treat minors for fear they 
will be prosecuted, perhaps for malprac- 
tice or contributing to the delinquency of 
a juvenile. 


"The current trend, however, Is toward

Happy New Year! 
No January Draft 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - No one will 


bo drafted Into the armed forces in 
January and the total draft for the first 
six months of 1073 will bo less than 
10,000, Defense Secretary Mclvin R. 
Laird said yesterday. 


That would make the total draft for 


fiscal year 1973, which ends Juno 30, 
about 50,000. 


The draft is scheduled to expire June 


30. Laird said he anticipated no problem 
filling active duty forces after that date 
with volunteers. 


However, ho said if Congress did not 


approve enlistment bonuses for the Na- 
tional Guard and the reserves, there 
might have lo be a special draft after 
Juno 30 to keep reserve forces up to 
strength. 


The reserves and Guard arc now about 


45,000 men short of their authorized 
strength.

In some states, Irwin said, if a parent 


refuses to agree to a child's needed 
treatment, the state will allow it." Catch- 
Ing on in state legislatures is an ap- 
proach, generally termed the health ser- 
vices to minors act, under which a minor 
can go to any physician or medical facil- 
ity and ask for medical treatment, in- 
cluding birth control information. 


But, Irwin said, this liberalizing legis- 


lative trend also has generated opposi- 
tion from people who see it "as threat- 
ening the primacy of the family." He 
said these people view the requirement 
for parental consent for medical treat- 
ment as protecting the minor. They are 
fearful of giving teens carte blanche in 
drug and sex areas. 


WHILE THE subject is being debated, 


however, Irwin said that "where doctors 
and hospitals arc legally free to minister 
to a teen-ager's health needs without pa- 
rental approval, the results tend to be 
impressive." 


He said an example of the kind of pro- 


gram needed was the Adolescent Family 
Life Service program at Baltimore's 
Sinai Hospital Adolescent Center. 


"Sinai was the first hospital in the na- 


tion to offer a broad spectrum of health 
care for adolescents, including birth con- 
trol and any 'sexually active' girl at the 
high risk of pregnancy is eligible for the 
services," Irwin said. 


The growing tendency toward a liber- 


alized view of teen-age medical rights 
creates problems as well as solving 
some, Irwin said. He said problems not 
yet answered include: do teen-agers 
have the right to reject medical services 
and who should foot the bills for services

If there U room at the top, your home 


expansion problems win be solved most 
easily and Inexpensively. Finishing an 
attic It one at the least expensive major 
home Improvement projects and one of 
the most practical. 


Adding a room to an existing home can 


be very costly, especially if it requires 
additional foundation work. An attic, on 
the other hand, will only require interior 
finishing work, which is a lot less ex- 
pensive, both In time and money. 


If your homo is equipped with hydronic 


(modern hot water) home heating, it 
may be easily expanded to the attic with 
a mlmlmum of fuss and mess. In a hy- 
dronic system, water is heated in a boil- 
er and circulated through finger-size tub- 
ing to baseboard heating panels mounted 
at ankle height on outside walls. 


To extend beating to the attic, the tub- 


Ing can be "snaked" through a closet 
without disturbing the existing section of 
the house. By installing a separate ther- 
mostat or zone valve, for the new room, 
it can bo kept comfortable without af- 
fecting the rest of the house. This will 
keep fuel consumption down to a min- 
imum. 


A word of caution. Because the sun's 


rays shine directly on the roof, the attic 
may tend to overheat In the summer. To 
keep heat outside In the summer and in- 
side during tho winter, the attic should 
bo weU Insulated. It will pay for itself in 
comfort and lower fuel bills.

Priaulx, vice president-consumer prod- 
uct service for the In-Sink-Erator Divi- 
sion of Emerson Electric Co., Radnc, 
Wis., the nation's largest maker of gar- 
bage disposers. 


According to Priaulx, too many women 


refuse to put anything but soggy to- 
matoes, rotten oranges and other soft 
waste into their disposers. 


"One result of this," Priaulx soys, "is 


a loss of effectiveness In the self-cleaning 
action of the appliance. 


"You normally don't have to take any 


special steps to clean a disposer. It will 
clean itself. To do so, it needs a diet of 
harder food wastes, such as bones, fruit 
pits and so forth. 


"Thcso harder wastes scour tho grind- 


Ing elements in tho disposer's grind 
chamber, creating a cleansing action." 


In addition, Priaulx pointed out that 


the constant disposal of fruits without the 
disposal of harder food wastes leaves a 
citric coating on the grinding olcsrents 
which lessens their efficiency. 


"Better model disposers, regardless of 


brand, arc designed to take any food 
waste that will fit easily into the mouth 
of the unit," Priaulx says. 


"The harder wastes sometimes cause 


additional noise and this might be a fac- 
tor in frightening housewives away from 
the disposal of hard items. It's essential 
if the disposer is to remain in good ser- 
vice."

one of several factors affecting it There 
ore times when 72 degrees may bo the 
most comfortable setting. Yet, If the out- 
side air Is very cold and dry, this setting 
may not bo worm enough. Unless there 
is a humidifier in tho house to add mois- 
ture to the air, you will have to raise the 
thermostat 


Also, some people prefer lower tem- 


peratures when they sleep, and they 
should adjust their thermostats before 
going to bed. 


Regardless of tho temperature setting, 


tho Council points out that a hydronic 
(hot water) baseboard heating system is 
designed to give even beating throughout 
tho house. Unlike other systems, hydron- 
ic baseboard Is Installed along the length 
of tho outside wall making for uniform 
temperatures from corner to corner. 


The council advises people to let their 


thermostats at the most comfortable 
temperature. However, since their com- 
fort levels ore subject to change, the 
thermostat settings should reflect these 
changes.

Here: Inspect Your Furnace 


Underwriters' 
Laboratories 
reports 


that many home fires are caused by de- 
fective heating equipment and suggests 
the following inspections be performed to 
avoid the likelihood of Ore loss or injury. 


Before subjecting a furnace to the win- 


ter heating season, it should be checked 
by a competent heating man. His 
checkup should include: 


—Inspection and deanout of the fur- 


nace flues. 


—A determination that the limit switch 


operates properly to shut down the fur- 
nace if the room thermostat circuit fails. 


—A continuity check of the room ther- 


mostat circuit 


—A determination that the room ther- 


mostat settings are correct 


—Inspection of the stack connections 


between the furnace and the chimney. 


—Inspection of the chimney itself. 
—Lubrication of all motor bearings. 
For oil burners: 
—The burner nozzle should be in- 


spected and replaced if worn. 


—Arc electrodes should be examined, 


cleaned, adjusted and replaced if burned. 


Since winter comfort depends upon 


proper humidity control, the humidifier 
system should be Inspected and cleaned. 
For hot air systems, the air filters should 
be replaced in order to provide a max- 
imum volume of heated air at minimum 
fuel cost. Lastly, the furnace area should 
be cleared of combustible materials. 


If portable electric heaters are neces- 


sary for supplementary heat, be sure 
they bear the label of Underwriters' Lab- 
oratories. In use, heaters should be kept 
in an upright position and free at all 
times of draperies, towels, blankets or 
clothing.

News, the wide range of recreational 
amenities being offered in many multi- 
family communities has definite appeal 
to singles, young marrieds and couples 
with children.

Here're Some Tips 
On Packing Goods 


To many families, the move to a new 


home begins when the van pulls up in 
front. To those most concerned with a 
successful change of households, the 
move begins with the packing. 


In a long distance move, one involving 


a shipment of hundreds of miles, all 
household goods movers strongly advise 
that families take advantage of the pro- 
fessional, packing services offered by the 
moving agent Even in local moves — 
down the street or to the other side of 
town — most families do not have the 
proper equipment or knowhow to pack 
their goods efficiently and safely.. It is 
worth nothing here that movers have the 
right to repack, or refuse acceptance of 
articles improperly packed. 


However, for those housewives em- 


barking on a'local move who arc ac- 
cumulating cartons from the grocery 
store for the purpose of doing their own 
packing, Allied Van Lines offers the fol- 
lowing packing pointers: 


It's trite, but it's also often dis- 


regarded: place the heavier items on the 
bottom of the container, the lighter ones 
on top. 


Nothing small should ever be put in the 


bottom of a large container such as those 
used for wardrobe, lamp, large mirror, 
etc. It might be overlooked in unpacking 
and thrown out with the container. 


Never pack large pictures and mirrors 


between layers of bedding or linen. 


Don't leave trays and similar articles 


loose in refrigerators and stoves. 


Don't use newspaper to wrap 


books, lamp shades, linens and other 
light colored items; the printing ink will 
rub off. 


Don't pack soap, furniture polish, 


medicine, cleaning compounds or other 
flammable materials in the same carton 
with groceries. 


When not contrary.to good packing 


procedure, pairs, and other items and ar- 
ticles which are used together should be 
packed in the same container. 


Whenever possible, articles from the 


same room should be grouped in the 
same container. 


After packing, mark aU containers to 


show the contents. If the carton is closed, 
mark the top side. When feasible, secure 
tops of cartons with masking tape.

(crib death) question in your column. It 
la obvious that you arc awaro of the 
great need of parent* to have assurance 
that they are in no way responsible for 
the death o( their child. Would it be pos- 
sible fir you to refer any future family to 
the Foundation? We have found it is a 
great help for the bereaved family to be 
able to communicate with another family 
who has experienced the same tragedy. 
Since this tragedy strikes at least 10,000 
babies a year In the United States, there 
are a great many of us. 


Dear Reader — 1 am glad to know that 


your organization, The Naatkmal Founda- 
tion for Sudden Infant Death, Inc. (203 N. 
Wabash Ave., Suite 1804, Chicago, Illi- 
nois, 60801, and in New York, 1501 Broad- 
way, Now York, N.Y., 10036) is helping 
bereaved families with this problem. Af- 
ter the column on crib deaths I received 


a great deal of man as you would guess 
because of the frequency of this problem. 
Your organization b providing a great 
service in educating people about the na- 
ture of this disease. The literature that 
you provide to people is on target 


As you know, the cause of crib deaths 


Is not known although there are several 
theories. The basic facts cited in one of 
your pamphlets should be useful to many 
people pointing out that these deaths are 
not caused by suffocation, aspiration, or 
rcgurgltation; that the disease is not con- 
tagious, and it Is not hereditary. 


Many of the letters I have received 


suggest that people think that this Is 
caused by modern problems of pollution, 
water supply and the like, and I was 
pleased to note that one of your booklets 
points out that this disorder is as old as 
the Old Testament, and was at least as 
frequent In the 18th century as it Is now, 
before wo had somo of our problems of 
modern civilization.

It certainly Is a tragedy that when a 


family ta faced with this problem, they 
may be accused of being negligent or 
having mistreated the child. I suspect 
this probelm is even worse now that 
child abuse has become a common social 
problem. It is only natural that law en- 
forecement officers might raise this ques- 
tion when a sudden unexplained death 
such as a crib death occurs. Such a ques- 
tion could hardly be raised at a more 
Inappropriate time as far as the be- 
reaved parents are concerned. I also like 
the point that a babysitter or a sibling 
caught in one of these events may have a 
problem afterward. I hope your organi- 
zation will help to educate people that 
these deaths may occur suddenly within 
less than five minutes in apparently 
healthy children and for on apparent 
cause. 


Because I have done a lot of work on 


irregularities of the heart, I personally 
suspect that a good many of these may 
be related to a sudden stopping of the 
heart. If the heart doesn't resume beat- 
ing effectively within five minutes time, 
it is usually too late, and there is nothing 
to see on examination afterward. 


I hope readers of this column who 


know parents who are faced with this 
problem will refer them to the National 
Foundation at the address given above.

But Watcrstock had faith In the old 


fashioned fundamentals of playing the 
market and refused to alter his game 
plan under fire. 


"We felt In order for the Bluo Chips 


to win wo would have to buy low and soil 
high," the canny old mentor told finan- 
cial reporters. "And that Is what we did. 


"We knew that if wo stuck to that sys- 


tem, and refused to panic during periods 
of economic panic, we would cmcrgo 
triumphant." 


UHEAKING THE 1000 barrier was the 


culmination of a rebuilding program that 
began In the fall of 1929 when the Blue 
Chips lost an 33 points on the Dow Jones 
scale in a single day. 


Watcrstock then camo under heavy 


pressure to draft some promising young 
Issues and hold them as "futures." In- 
stead, ho began trading for older, estab- 
lished securities to fill in at weak spots 
in his portfolio. 


"The future Is now," the beloved wiz- 


ard of the big board philosophized. 


Watcrstock declined to single out indi- 


vidual stars in the climb above 1000. Ho 
said tho triumph of the Bluo Chips was a 
"team victory." 


"IN A BIG WIN tiko this you've got to 


have all 30 stocks on the Industrial aver- 
age roster performing at tho top of their 
particular capability," tho coach re- 
marked. 


"If ono stock gets hurt by an antitrust 


suit or a Ralph Nader Investigation, the 
other 29 have to close ranks and pull 
together for the good of the team."

Knotts, Joan Collins, Edward Andrews 


and Mary Wickes. 


The George S. Kaufman-Moss Hart 


play, which has been updated, concerned 
a learned, flamboyant and egocentric 
personality, Sheridan Whiteslde (Welles), 
who literally takes over an Ohio house- 
hold when he slips and is temporarily 
immobilized. 


With its two productions this month, 


the "Hall of Fame" began its 22nd net- 
work video season. 


It was radio, in 1939, that launched 


Hallmark Cards Inc. as a national broad- 
cast sponsor. The show was "The Tony 
Wons Radio Scrapbook," and it featured 
the host reading poetry. 


The "Hall of Fame" has ranged in 


scope from six plays by Shakespeare to 
five by Shaw to "Inherit the Wind" and 
"Harvey" and "The Fantasticks." 


Performers on the series have included 


the best there are, among them Julie 
Harris, James Stewart, George C. Scott, 
Jose Ferrer, Lunt and Fontanne, and, 


like the productions listed here, many 
others. 


HALLMARK HAS invested about $50 


million in the scries, and says it will 
"support its dedication to television dra- 
ma" by spending another $60 million in 
the next decade alone for the "Hall of 
Fame." 


It has even announced several of its 


projects for next season, including Clif- 
ford Odets' "The Country Girl" and a 
musical version of 0. Henry's "The Gift 
of the Magi." 


Hallmark's entire backlog of video pro- 


ductions has been contributed to the Na- 
tional Academy of Television Arts and 
Sciences for housing at an academy li- 
brary at UCLA. The library was estab- 
lished in 1968 in cooperation with the 
school's theater arts department as a 
central storage facility for television 
films, video tapes and kinescopes, and is 
available for use by teachers, students 
and researchers.

HOLLWOOD <UPI) — Actors, dlrec-

writers and producers kid thorn- 


selves that they ore the vital elements in 
motion pictures and televisions They ore 
all wet. 


The most Important single component 


Is the camera. 


While acting techniques have improved 


somewhat and directors hone oW skills, 
writers and producers are mired to the 
old ways. 


But the camera has undergone some 


astonishing changes, not the least of 
which b a new silent, lightweight beauty 
called the Pannflex. 


IT IS IMPORTANT to audiences and 


fllmakers alike because it is the small 
est. quietest professional movie camera 
ever built. Panaflcx will take viewers 
Into areas they haven't seen before. 


The man responsible for the camera U 


Robert Gottscholk, president of Pan- 
ovision Inc. which already Is the stan- 
dard of movie cameras. 


At his factory in Los Angeles Gotts- 


chalk explained: "The Panaflex doesn't 
have • blimp — the housing or cose that 
fits around other cameras to keep the 
noise of tbo camera from interfering 


with the soundtrack." 


Laymen have seen enough studio movie 


cameras to recognize their bulk-being 
pushed around on dollies, hoisted by 
heavy cranes and resting on giant tri- 
pods. 


Not the Panaflcx. It weighs only 23 


pounds and can be hand-carried by cam- 
era operators. Instead of dollies they've 
been used by an operator sitting in a 
wheel chair. 


"WHEN SOUND first came along, 


cameras were so noisy they had to be 
shot on one side of a wall through a win- 
dow," Gottschalk said. "Then they built 
bungalows for cameras in which three 
. crew members could isolate themselves 


and the noise of the machine. 


"Eventually a 300-pound blimp sur- 


rounded the camera. It was heavy and 
awkward. For years they used the 
Blimped Noiseless Camera (BNC) until 
we come along with this revolutionary 
development. 


"It will open the door to new ways of 


making pictures. There is new scope in 
placing the camera and it will cut costs 
by allowing many more set-ups a day 
and eliminating the necessity for dubbing 
and looping."

Q — I WAS IN A bad automobile acci- 


dent and was laid up for three months 
with serious bone fractures. Since I had 
no earnings during this period, could I 
collect Social Security disability bene- 
fits? 


A — No, monthly Social Security Dis- 


ability benefits can be paid only for a 
severe disability that is expected to last 
a year or longer. Depending on the date 
a person becomes disabled, monthly pay- 
ments may start with the sixth or sev- 
enth month of disability. In addition, the 
disability must be so severe that It 
makes it impossible for the worker to 
engage in any substantial employment.

Q — I RECENTLY heard something 


about monthly social security payments 
for adults who have been severely dis- 
abled since childhood. I'm 25 but I was 
severely hurt in a car accident when I 
was 19 and I'm not able to work. Since 
my father is going to retire this year and 
get social security payments, will I be 
elidible for payments, too? 


A — You may be. Under the new law, 


severely disabled adults who were dis- 
abled before 22 are eligible for monthly 


social security payments If a parent In- 
sured under social security retires, dies, 
or becomes severely disabled. This law 
becomes effective Jan. 1, 1973. Your fa- 
ther should ask about social security 
payments for you when he applies for his 
retirement benefits. Have your father 
call 255-7512 to find out what information 
ho will need to furnish.

Q — MY HUSBAND and I both get 


m o n t h l y social security retirement 
checks and have Medicare coverage. 
Last week, a man who said he was from 
social security stopped in to see us and 
tried to talk us into taking out an addi- 
tional health Insurance policy. Docs so- 
cial security sell heath insurance to sup- 
plement Medicare? 


A — No. The Social Security Adminis- 


tration does not sell health Insurance to 
supplement Medicare. The man who vis- 
ited you and your husband sounds tike an 
Impostor. Social Security representatives 
have Identification cards, showing their 
pictures and other Identifying Informa- 
tion. Always ask them for Identification, 
and, if you are not satisfied, call any 10- 
clal security office.

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High-Risk Nursery 
Increases The Odds 
With Special Care 


by DOROTHY OLIVER 


An alarm sounds and a well-scrubbed, 


gowned nurse hastens across the room. 
She thrusts her hands through the two 
openings In the glass box protecting her 
patient. Behind the gloss a two-pound 
bundle of life has stopped breathing. 


His nurse peers through the glass of 


the incubator, tickles his foot, waits and 
coos, "Come on ... That's better . . . 
That's a boy ..." 


"They're so little, so underdeveloped, 


sometime* they just forget to breathe 
and wo have to remind them," smiled 
Dr. Henry Mangurten as he looked over 
his tiny charges in the new high-risk nur- 
sery at Lutheran General Hospital, Park 
Ridge. 


Set around the compact room adjoining 


the regular nursery on the maternity 
floor of the hospital are the Isolcttcs, 
monitoring units, fluid infusion pumps 
and other equipment which help the pre- 
mature and sick infants to survive. 


"THE HIGH-RISK nursery is providing 


aggressive care for these babies," Dr. 
Mangurten said. "They were receiving 
good care before but we are giving more 
intensive, sophisticated care and Increas- 
ing the nurse-baby ratio. The high-risk 
nursery just increases the odds for 
them." 


The nursery has operated since July. 


Dr. Mangurten has worked with the hos- 
pital administration and staff since ho 
came to Lutheran General last Febru- 
ary. 


Ho was hired by the hospital as a full- 


time staff member after spending two 
years at the University of Illinois Hospi- 
tal with a fellowship In neonntology, a 
sub-specialty of pediatrics dealing with 
the health care problems of critically ill 
newborn Infants. Joining him when the 
nursery began operations was Charlyn 
Sladc, who left her position as head 
nurse in the premature and high risk 
nursery at the U. of I. hospital to take a 
like position at Lutheran General. 


"THIS HOSPITAL has one of the high- 


est delivery rates in all of Chicago. With 
more than 3,000 babies born here each 
year, the percentage of high-risk infants 
is higher than in any average hospital," 
Dr. Mangurten sold. "Also there is no 
nearby nursery equipped to care for high 
risk ncwborns. If we had a really sick 
baby, he would have been sent to a Chi- 
cago hospital. This nursery was born out 
of the necessity of having one here for 
this rapidly growing area." 


It has been estimated that one out of 


every 12 newboms falls into the high-risk 
category. Since July more than 125 such 
Infants have been cared for in the spe- 
cialized nursery. 


"All babies who are born four or more 


weeks early come to us," Dr. Mangurten 
explained. "When a baby is born too ear- 
ly, ho has the potential to be sick. It may 
never happen but as long as the potential 
is there, we care for him. Wo take care 
of sick and potentially sick newboms." 


TWIN GIRLS, both weighing just over 


three pounds, wiggle around in their Iso- 
lcttcs crying hungrily for their first feed- 
ing. Mrs. Slado watches a doctor exam- 
ine the Infanta and murmurs, "Nice 
babies... They have good color..." 


Next to them are two "graduates." 


The little boy and girl have moved from 
their Isolcttes and sleep soundly In their 
bassinets. They will be going home soon. 


Across the room are two sick babies — 


both born prematurely with incompletely 
developed lungs. "We have babies In 
hero I feel would otherwise be dead to- 
day," Dr. Mangurten said. "Our success 
con be measured by advances in the 
field of neonatology, equipment and 
staff." 


Babies in Incubators live in an en- 


closed environment. Temperature, hu- 
midity and oxygen are controlled by the 
needs of each infant The monitoring de- 
vices, attached by wires to the babies' 
bodies, record heart and respiratory rate 
and oxygen concentration. Any malfunc- 


tion — in either baby or machine — Is 
signaled by the ring of on alarm. ("It 
gives the nurses an extra set of eyes and 
ears," Mrs. Slade said.) 


THE BABIES' temperature can be 


monitored with one machine; another, 
the respirator, can literally breathe for a 
sick newborn. 


"Even with all the equipment we have, 


we couldn't run the nursery without spe- 
cialized nurses," Dr. Mangurten said. 


"Dealing with high-risk newboms is a 


very specialized area — not just medical- 
ly but nursing-wise," Mrs. Slade added. 
"Wo have a unique staff that works only 
in the high-risk nursery." 


Before the nursery was established, 


nurses would switch from caring for sick 
infants to healthy ones. Nurses In the 
high-risk nursery now work only in that 
area. 


"BY WORKING WITH only these 


babies a nurse is able to build her ability 
to deal with their problems," Mrs. Slade 
said. "We also have a one-to-two or one- 
to-four nurse-baby ratio so we can give 
intensive care. If a very sick baby needs 
eight hours of consistent care, he will get 
it from one nurse." 


• "We believe a baby should get the 
same core at 2 a.m. as at 10 a.m. so 
there are no skeleton shifts for the 
nurses," Dr. Mangurten added. "The 
core is consistent and ongoing." 


Nurses receive in-service training once 


a week on caring for sick and potentially 
sick infants, but, Mrs. Slade pointed out, 
"You have to learn by doing. This is a 
new kind of nursing and you have to seek 
out your own training." 


Working consistently with such a small 


number of babies, the high-risk nurses 
form strong attachments. "We love them 
while they're here and miss them when 
they leave," Mrs. Slade said. "Very of- 
ten the mothers come back in with the 
kids as they grow up or they send pic- 
tures and letters."

"We try to 
develop excellent communication with 
the parents and make them part of the 
team. We Include them in every phase of 
their baby's progress. 


"In the old premature nurseries the 


babies were kept secluded; the parents 
were kept out and uninformed. We try to 
avoid any barm in the maternal-Infant 
relationship that would be caused by pro- 
longed separation. We encourage parents 
to touch and hold their baby so they are 
not strangers when they take the baby 
home." 


The high-risk nursery is still in devel- 


opmental stages, according to Dr. Man- 
gurten. The present nursery can care for 
10 babies; plans include expanding the 
faculty to care for 20. 


HE SPECULATES that in the future a 


third, • transitional-care nursery will be 
operating at Lutheran General for babies 
who need more than average care but 
not high-risk care. "Not all premature 
infants are sick; not all require intensive 
care," he said. 


The high-risk nursery could also be ex- 


panded to care lot all sick infants. "A 
baby is considered a newborn until he is 
28 days old," Mrs. Slade said. "If any 
baby needed our kind of care, we hope it 
will eventually be admitted to our nur- 


sery even if the baby has gone home for 
a few days." 


While looking towards the future, Dr. 


Mangurten is very much involved hi the 
present. "Like anybody doing this kind of 
work we will take a very critical look at 
what has happened at the end of one 
year. I feel we have done very well."

Social Therapist Training 
Open To All Degreed Women 


Orientation la now underway for the so- 


cial therapist training program offered 
by Forest Hospital Postgraduate Center, 
555 Wilson Lane, DCS Plalnes. Men and 
women with bachelor degrees are Invited 
to contact the Center, 827-8811, (or Infor- 
mation on the program, scheduled to be- 
gin Dec. II. 


Social therapists (STs) are para-pro- 


fosionaU in the psychiatric field. 


"The psychiatric community can't pos- 


sibly produce enough standard profes- 
sionals to meet the needs of the coun- 
try," said Dr. Robert Willford, director 
of the Postgraduate Center. "There Is a 
greater Incidence of mental health dis- 
orders today than there has ever been 
before. The ST Is a vital ingredient if the 
tide la ever to be turned." 


The year-long program is divided into 


three parta. The first 12 weeks are spent 
with trainees learning at the hospital. 
F o u r areas arc emphasized: 
psy- 


chopathology, group systems, leadership 
and personal growth. After the causes 
and symptoms of mental disorders arc 
studied, STs are taught the techniques 
and learn to lead nine groups systems: 
encounter, 
sensitivity, 
transactional 


analysis, Gcstalt, psychodrama, blocncr- 
gctics, psychomotor, family and marital 
therapy and crisis Intervention. 


TRAINEES SPEND eight weeks inter- 


ning at hospitals, youth centers and other 
Institutions In the area to put their 
knowledge Into practice. STs are placed 
In the area In which they wish to special- 
ize, such as working with the mentally 
111, with adolescents, the elderly, etc. 


Club To Use Donated 
Fabrics For Drapes 
In Community Center 


More than $900 worth of drapery fab- 


rics have been donated to the Hoffman 
Estates Woman's Club. 


Jerome Gaftman, who recently closed 


his fabrics store In Palatine, presented 
the goods to club members for their re- 
novation project; namely, refurbishing 
the old Hoffman Estates village hall into 
a community center. 


Decorating co-chairmen Mrs. Michael 


White and Mrs. John LJautaud plan to 
make draperies for each of the 15 rooms 
in the building.

Throughout the 20 weeks STs partici- 


pate in personal growth sessions. "We 
believe an ST is more than a technician 
who understands group dynamics," Will- 
ford said. "He must be a representative 
of good mental health. His own person- 
ality and the way he conducts his own 
life are as Important as his knowledge of 
other people. We. expect a commitment 
from each person to pay attention to his 
own problems and hang-ups." 


The remaining 32 weeks of the pro- 


gram ore spent by the STs working at 
full-time jobs. The Postgraduate Center 
assists In job placement and staff mem- 
bers provide professional supervision for 
the remainder of the year. 


The social therapist program is credit- 


ed by Northeastern Illinois University. 
STs receive 16 credit hours towards a 
master's degree from the University. 


"IN THE PAST the program has been 


especially attractive to women who wish 
to enter or re-enter the mental health 
field," Willford said. "A person's age 
makes no difference — wo have had suc- 
cessful STs from their 20s on up." 


The role of the social therapist is to 


react between and with people in a 
therapeutic way. STs have gone on to 
work in community health centers, in 
schools as counselors and special educa- 
tion teachers and in hospitals. 


"We must take mental health to the 


community rather than waiting in an in- 
stitution for it to come to us," Willford 
said. "Much of the ST concept Is to get 
out of the office and Into the community 
to serve its needs."

Just polishing off the last of the 


Thanksgiving turkey as I write this, and 
already Christmas is barking down the 
door. 


Are you, also, knee-deep In making 


things for Christmas? 


The Arlington Heights Garden Club 


will have its annual wreath-making 
workshop next week, and I know from 
previous years it's the best place in town 
to learn the Christmas crafts. 


I learned how to make totally profes- 


sional-looking bows from the women, as 
well as elegant swags, wreaths and cen- 
terpieces. 


If you can't attend the workshop, let 


me tell you the secret of making a good- 
looking wreath is an adequate form — 
store-bought straw, metal or Styrofoam 
wreath-form preferred. 


WIRE COAT hangers can be used if 


you keep the wreath small. It won't take 
the weight of anything bigger than a hat- 
box, and putting two coat hangers togeth- 
er is bad mechanics. There is nothing 
quite as depressing as a saggy wreath 
after the wreath-maker has put so much 
time into it. 


The best choice of boughs for the 


wreath is balsam — believe me I've tried 
everything in the last 15 years — with a 
little white pine for accent. Balsam is 
easy to work with and not too sappy. 
Spruce Is sharp. Pine is too soft and 
tends to mat down instead of being 
bushy. 
, 


Other inside tips for best wreath re- 
sults include using only the tips of the 
branches. Don't try to shove two or three 
foot-long boughs Into the form. It will 
look slipshod. If you go to all the trouble 
of getting boughs, forms, wire, ribbon, 
decorations, plan to spend an hour put- 
ting it together. 


THE PROFESSIONALS use a wreath- 


making machine, but you can whip yours 
up fairly quick with a continuous spool of 
No. 26 green florist wire. 


Slip the branches into the form one 


from the outside, one from the inside and 
one at right angles to out and in. Fill in 
any bore spots as you progress. 


Some people cover both front and back 


of the form with boughs or felt, but if it 
hongs against a wall or door, the wreath 
doesn't really need a back cover. 


In my neighborhood the gift stores 


charge $4.95 to send a box of boughs with 
a big bow and a red bird. You might 
wont to fix up a box of your own and 
send it to someone far away.

•hopping HMO Is on. II you are consid- 
ering purchasing an artificial Christmas 
tree this year, the National Safety Coun- 
cil has UMM warnings: Metallic trees 
can give you an electrical shock if you ry 
to wire them. Never string lights on this 
typo erf tree, but use an otftree spotlight 
for Illumination. If you are buying a non- 
metallic artificial tree, make sure that it 
has been flame-proofed. 


Decorations also should bo non-flam- 


mable, regardless of whether your tree is 
real or artificial. Angel hair made of 
glass wool won't burn, but some other 
materials might Likewise, most spray- 
on flocking snow b non-flammable, al- 
though I found some in a local variety 
store that was labeled flammable. Any 
kind of flammable spray — whether 
snow or scent or whatever — should not 
be used anywhere. 


In addition, even non-flammable snow, 


when sprayed on angel hah*, creates a 
combustible combination. Put the snow 
on the tree before tho angel hair. Be sure 
the adhesive used on commercially 
flocked trees is non-flammable, also. 


CHRISTMAS MEANS small shining 


faces surveying tho new toys Santa left 
under the tree. Santa, of course, knows 
Just what to bring each child, but parents 
must take care in selecting gifts for their 
tola, lest • toy be Inappropriate or un- 
safe. Tho National Safety Council offers 
these guidelines: 


• Babies up to one year of age like to 


feel, chow, hold, drop and look at things. 
Buy brightly colored toys to hang where 
the baby can see them, or toys that 
squeak or rattle. But be sure that the 
toys are too large to be swallowed and 
that they have no small attachments that 
might come loose. 


• Toddlers from 1 to 2 years of ago 


love to Invcstlgae the world. Choose play- 
things that they can take opart and put 
back together, or move from one place to 
another. 


• Between 2 and 3 years of age chil- 


dren love to experiment. They like to 
build things with blocks, turn the pages 


of books, dabble with finger paints. But 
they still may try to swallow small ob- 
jects, so be careful about the size of the 
toy. 


• AT 3 OR 4 years of age, the child 


often tries to imitate adults. Good "let's 
pretend" gifts include small brooms and 
carpet sweepers, toy telephones, dolls, 
miniature tools, trucks and tractors and 
suitcases to pack and unpack. 


• Little people start to be more creat- 


ive in their ,lay around ages 4 to 6. They 
enjoy paints and paint books, dools that 
have clothes or a doll bouse and furni- 
ture, small sports equipment, simple 
construction set and even costumes for 
dramatic play. 


• By age 6 children like to test their 


manipulative ability. Select play equip- 
ment that will help to develop the child's 
skills, but be sure the toys are not too 
complicated. Simple games and puzzles, 
construction sets, or a sled will all make 
good Christmas gifts. 


Tho interests of children 8 years and 


older vary widely, so select a toy with 
tho child specifically in mind. 


A NEW TWIST to the popular chem- 


istry set might interest some children in 
this age group. It's called "Ecology & 
You" kit Marketed by Bradley Associ- 
ates, the 34-plece environmental pollution 
test set provides materials and instruc- 
tions for performing various tests on air, 
water and soil. 


After you have made your selections, 


check the toys for hazards such as sharp 
edges, points, wires, etc. Look for non- 
toxic labels on art supplies and painted 
toys and the UL label on electrical toys. 
Buy only battery-operated toys for young 
children, not electrical. 


Earth-bound Santas might be intersted 


in a new publication called "Toy Re- 
view," which rates over 100 toys based 
on tho opinions of children and parents.

A classic cream caramel appeared for 


dessert. The traditional cream custard 
with caramel sauce will also be served in 
the International Dining Room. 


Ellis has been testing about five reci- 


pes a day for the last two months in an 
attempt to coordinata the operation of 
restaurants of the new Tower complex. 


In addition to the Balkan Grill, three 


other ethnic dining rooms will be open- 
ing. The European-style restaurants will 
include the Crown Pub, Swiss Hutte, and 
Le Monde, a French bistro as well as the 
Balkan room. Japanese cuisine will be 
served in elaborate far eastern surround- 
ings. 


An all American coffee shop and the 


International restaurant will also be in 
operation. 


LE MONDE, THE French bistro, will 


offer the classic French Onion Soup and 
sandwiches like Croque Monsieur (slices 
of Swiss cheese and breast of chicken). 


The Crown Pub will be designed to re- 


flect the growing U. S. trend towards 
British pubs. The fast-serve, limited 
menu operation will feature a menu for- 
mat of two soups (English Steak Soup 
and Cheddar Cheese Soup), potato salad 
and sandwiches. 


Swiss and German style cuisine will be 


offered in the Swiss Hutte. This is an 
uptempo U.S. take-off on a true Swiss 
delicatessen. The main menu achieve- 
ment will be based on a wide variety of 
cheeses, including Brie, Muenster, 
Provokme and Austrian Rahm Caesse. 


Continental Cheese plates will also be 


featured. Other cheese achievements 
such as Swss Fondue Bourgulgnon and 
Quiche Lorraine will also be available. 


The overwhelming task of managing 


the Ethnic operations has shed a new 
light on Ellis' position as chef. Besides 
directing all of the recipe testing, he has 
become a businessman, manager, moth- 
er and father; as well as chef for the 
immense operations. 


There are weights and servings to be 


determined on a cost per portion basis. 
Pictures must be taken so the ethnic 
chefs will know where a food should be 
placed on the serving plate. All of the 
equipment must be in working order and 
managed efficiently. Ordering proper 
quantities of food is one more of Ellis' 
responsibilities. 


"IT'S JUST NOT true that a chefs job 


is dull if >ou aren't cooking," said Ellis 
as he discussed his varying responsi- 
bilities. "You can make the job more in- 
teresting by experimenting with new 
dishes all of the time " 


Having worked in hotels in Canada, 


Boston, Houston and Nassau, to mention 
a few, this is the chef's first experience 
in the Midwest. Ellis plans to take ad- 
vantage of the area's abundance of fresh 
vegetables in all of his operations. 


He also feels that the International 


Tower is a pnmo target area for the eth- 
nic menus. With the large .numbers of 
ethnic people passing through, it is only 
logical to cater to them, said Ellis. 


Amid all the preparations for next 


month's opening Ellis admitted that one 
of the biggest problems would be ori- 
entation of the help. In a totally new 
kitchen, it takes time to get organized as 
no one knows where equipment will be 
kept or exactly how it operates 


Although much of the food will be pre- 


pared in a main kitchen, each restaurant 
will have a fully staffed and equipped 
kitchen of its own. And although Ellis 
has his own office, chances are, when the 
big day arrives and for sometime after, 
he can be found hopping from kitchen to 
kitchen in any one of the many roles as 
executive chef.

She Bakes Gingerbread People

A variety of gingerbread bow and 


girls, festively decorated, add merriment 
to the Christouu aeason at the Richard 
C. David home la Arlington Heights. 


Connie David bak« dozens of these 


cookies for her children, Carol, 10; Rich- 
«rd, 8; Michael, 6; and Debra, *. They 
help decorate the cookies, and eat them 
almost as quickly as they are made! 


"1 tried several gingerbread cookie 


recipes but never liked any until I found 
this one about three years ago," Connie 
said. "Grated orange peel enhances the 
flavor of the cinnamon, ginger and 
cloves which give these cookies their 
•ptey taste. 


Her children abo like to make "hand" 


cookies from this recipe, that Is tracing ' 
around their hands on the rolled-out 
dough. It matters little how much the 
dough la handled; the*cookies are always 
crispy and never lough. 


Connie uses large and small ginger- 


bresd cutters, and after the cookies are 
baked she and her helpers decorate them 
with Icing making skirts on the girls, 
pants on the boys, facial features, hair, 
etc. "You can use your imagination and 
decorate them almost any way you 
wish." she said. 


Although this good cook likes to please 


her children with holiday treats, she Is 
abo conscious of good nutrition and 
stresses vegetables in her dairy meals. 
She grows her own vegetables during the 
summer months and freezes quantltes to 


use during the winter. Even zucchini can 
be frozen successfully with Connie's rec- 
ipe. 


She prepares this popular squash ac- 


cording to an authentic Italian method 
which has been handed down in her fam- 
ily for generations. It is simmered with 
onions in a tomato sauce seasoned with 
garlic powder and basil. "The zucchini 
can be served with elbow macaroni as a 
whole meal or with a meat," Connie 
said. 


Another specialty of hers is a low ca- 


lorie beef burgundy that is easy yet ele- 
gant dinner fare. "There's no need for 
family meals to be humdrum when you 
can serve a dish such as this with little 
effort," she remarked, "and it Is nice 
enough for guests." 


Cubed beef Is baked in an ample 


amount of burgundy wine that both fla- 
vors and tenderizes the meat It is 
served over buttered noodles or rice. 


As accompaniments Connie suggests a 


green vegetable such as broccoli, cres- 
cent rolls and tossed salad. It is a favor- - 
ite meal of her husband Rick, and their 
children. 


For dessert she recommsnds an old 


fashioned rice pudding that is as- 
tonishingly simple to prepare. The rice 
need not be pre-cooked; it is sittply 
baked with milk and sugar for three 
hours. A dash of nutmeg adds flavor. 
This is a firm pudding, fuU of nourishing 
goodness, and may be served plain or 
with milk or cream. 


In addition to cooking and gardening, 


Connie's interests include flower arrang- 
ing, crocheting, crewel work and playing 
the piano. 


GINGER COOKIE BOYS 


1 cup butter or margarine 


1% cups granulated sugar 


legg 
4 teaspoons grated orange peel 
2 tablespoons dark corn syrup 
3 cups sifted all-purpose flour 
2 teaspoons baking soda 
2 teaspoons ground cinnamon 
1 teaspoon ground ginger

Festival Of Lights And Lathes 


How did potato pancakes or latkes 


come to be associated with Haoukkah? 
Perhaps the homemakers of Maccabeean 
days served a type of griddle cake to 
their heroic husbands. Or, another possi- 
bility is that latkes are fried in dl to 
remind us of tho substance of the mir- 
acle of Hanukkah. 


ilanukkah is a favorite holiday with 


young and old, marking the spiritual as- 
pects of the Muccabcc victory over the 
Syrians In 165 B.C.E. (Before Common 
Era). 


It concerns the legend of tho child who 


found the precious cruse of consecrated 
oil for use in the Temple after the Syr- 
ians were routed. There was only enough 
oil for one day but miraculously it 
burned for eight days — long enough for 
tho preparation of a new supply of oil. 
The eternally-burning light of the Temple 
symbolized the light of learning, helping 
to drive away spiritual darkness and 
ovll. 


Over tho years, generations of parents 


have delighted their children with Ha- 
nukkah gelt (money) or gifts after light- 
ing candles In tribute to the child who 
found tho miraculous cnuo of oil. 


However each festival really starts in 


the kitchen with preparation of the tradi- 
tional recipes plus tho special touches 


each cook adds for her family and 
guests. 


This Hanukkah, make the occasion 


memorable by adding a little extra to a 
traditional dinner of a handsome rib 
roast and the feather-light, crisp, potato 
latkes. Ac'cent, certified kosher, wakes 
up and helps retain natural flavors of 
foods.

5 to 7 pounds standing or rolled 


rib roast 


1 tablespoon Ac'cent 


Salt and pepper 
If standing rib roast, stand on rib 


bones in shallow open pan. If rolled rib 
roast, place on rack with fat side up. 
Sprinkle meat with Ac'cent Insert meat 
thermometer. Make sure pointed end of 
thermometer does not rest on bone, fat 
or gristle. Roast in 325 degree oven as 
follows. For standing rib roast: rare, 22 
minutes per pound (internal temperature

Turkeys will be featured on USDA's 


Plentiful Foods List next month. Other 
foods on the list are broiler-fryers, eggs, 
fresh cranberries, cranberry sauce, ap- 
plesauce, fresh oranges, tangclos, tan- 
gerines, and dry beans. 


New-crop turkey marketings are esti- 


mated to bo eight per cent greater than 
in December, 1971, and cold storage hold- 
Ings for December will probably top last 
year's total. 


Broiler-fryer production is forecast at 


about five per cent more than a year 
ago. 


Although egg production Is expected lo 


bo slightly below last year's high level, 
eggs will continue to bo In ample supply. 
And turkeys, broiler-fryers, and eggs re- 
main economical sources of protein.

SontUTOL. A CLEAR faintly sweet 


liquid found naturally In various fruits 
and berries, will be permitted in frank- 
furters and knockwurst beginning Dec. 
10. 


The additive may be used in place of 


corn syrup. It effectively flavors these 
cooked sausage products, facilitates re- 
moval of their casings, and reduces the 
charring that often occurs during cook- 
Ing in direct contact with metal surfaces, 
officials of USDA's Animal and Plant 
Health Inspection Service sold. 


Reduced charring is helpful at lunch 


counters where hot dogs are grilled on 
roller ban. 


The change In Federal meat inspection 


regulations will limit sorbltol to two per 
cent of the sausage formula In products

Pun vanilla extract 1s an Ideal flavor- 


ing for fruit cake because it steps up the 
dellclousncss of the dried fruits and nuts 
•nd, of course, is delightful In its own 
right and doesn't "boko out" during its 
long stay in the oven. 


This fruit cako ls rich enough that U 


won't dry 
out quickly 
If properly 


wrapped, but, if you want to moisten it 
during storage, use a fruit-flavored li- 
queur and • pleasing amount of pure va- 
nilla extract. 


A few fruit cake success hints may 


come In handy. 


Use a couplo of spoonfuls of the total 


flour, sprinkling It over the chopped 
fruit This lessens the stickiness and 
makes it easier to stir into the batter. 


Bake in a low oven, either 275 or 300 


degrees with a pan of hot water In the 
oven under the cake pans. These torn- 
peraturee arc right for almost all sizes 
and shapes of fruit cakes. Obviously, the 
little cakes will be done in a shorter time 
than the large onss. 


If you prefer a lightly fruited pound 


cake type, do try the alternate recipe, 
Vanilla Pound Fruit Cake. It should keep 
two weeks — if you hide it. 


VANILLA WHITE FIlUtT CAKE 


1 pound candled cherries 
1 pound candled pineapple 
1 pound nuts 
1 pound butter or margarine, 


softened 


1 pound confectioners' sugar 
12 eggs, separated 
1 pound (3H cups) all-purpose

1 teaspoon baking powder

Dice fruits and coarsely chop nuts; set' 


aside. In a large mixing bowl cream but- 
ter and sugar until light and fluffy. Add 
egg yolks and blend .well. Sift together 
flour, baking powder and salt; add to 
fruit-nut mixture; toss to coat. Add to 
butter mixture; blend with wooden 
spoon. Gradually stir In vanilla extract 
and orongo Juice. Beat egg whites until 
stiff but not dry. Fold into batter. Turn 
batter into 2 well greased 8-lnch tube 
pans, lined on the bottom with waxed or 
heavy brown paper. 


Bake hi a preheated very slow oven 


(275 degrees) 2 hours 15 minutes or until 
a coke tester inserted into center comes 
out clean. Place a pan of hot water on 
rack underneath cake during baking pe- 
riod. If desired, turn batter Into seven 
well greased and lined 4%x2&-lnch loaf 
pans. Bake in a preheated very slow 
oven (275 degrees) for 1 hour or until a 
cake tester inserted Into center comes 
out clean. Cool cakes in pan on rack H 
hour. Remove from pans; peel off paper 
and cool completely. 


Yield: 2 8-lnch cakes or 7 4-inch loaves 


(makes 7tt pounds of fruit cake.) 


VANILLA POUND FRUIT CAKE 


1 cup golden seedless raisins 
% cup candied green and 


red cherries, diced 


% cup candied pineapple, 


diced 


tt cup chopped pitted dates 
1 cup coarsely chopped nuts 
4 cups all-purpose flour, 


divided 


1 teaspoon cream of tartar 
2 cups butter or margarine 
2 cups sugar, divided 
12 eggs, separated 
2 tablespoons pure vanilla 


extract 


1 tablespoon grated orange peel 
1 teaspoon ground nutmeg 


1/B teaspoon salt 


Combine the fruits and nuts with Vt 


cup of the flour mixed with cream of tar- 
tar; toss lightly and set aside. In a large 
mixing bowl cream butter with % cup of 
the sugar. Add egg yolks, one at a time, 
beating well after each addition. Stir in 
vanilla extract, orange peel and nutmeg; 
sot aside. In another large mixing bowl 
beat egg whites and salt until soft peaks 
form. Gradually add remaining Itt cups 
of sugar; beat until stiff. 


Thoroughly fold V* of the beaten egg 


whites Into butter mixture. Then pour 
mixture over remaining egg whites. Fold 
in reserved fruit mixture. Fold in re- 
maining flour a little at a time. Turn bat- 
tcr into two well buttered and lightly 
floured 9-inch tube pans. Bake In a pre- 
heated moderate oven (350-degrees) 1 
hour and 10 minutes or until a cake test- 
er inserted into center comes out clean. 
Cool in pans on racks for 10 minutes. 
Remove from pans and cool completely. 


Yield: 2 0-inch cakes (makes 6 pounds 


of fruit cake). 


Many Russian dishes which I have pre- 


pared have resulted In coarse, heavy 
products not to my liking, thus I was. de- 
lighted to find this one for n cheese pas- 
try which Is a taste-tempting and delight- 
ful appetizer. 


In fact, It's a llttlo more than an or- 


dinary appetizer because the calorie 
count reaches qulto high. However. I 
think you'll like It. 


Cut Vt pound of butter into 2 cups flour. 


Add 2 tablespoons of sour cream and 
work together. Roll into a ball, wrap in 
wax paper and chill In the refrigerator 
until firm. 


Flour a board and roll out the dough to 


thickness of about 1/B-lnch, then cut into 
Itt-lnch circles. A cookie cutter serves 
this purpose nicely. 


Pinch each circle Into a cup shape and 


place on pastry cups or small muffin 
tins. I prefer the tins because the crust 
browns more evenly. 


For the filling, combine 1 cup sour 


cream with 2 beaten eggs, 2 tablespoons 
melted butter, Vt teaspoon salt, 1 tea- 
spoon sugar, and 2 largo (S-ouncc) pack- 
ages of cream choose which havo been 
allowed to soften.

Handbook To Help Cut Food Costs 


by JEANNE LESEM 


UPI — If your holiday food bills over- 


shadow your Christmas shopping list, a 
DOW consumer handbook may help. 


The paperback, sponsored by the Na- 


t l o n a l Association of Food Chains 
(NAFC), Is designed to help cut family 
food costs in general But its advice is 
especially pertinent at holiday time when 
entertaining puts aa extra strain on the 
budget 


Careful shopping can save as much as 


15 per cent on your food budget, writes 
Jean Ralney in "How to Shop for Food" 
Barnes and Noble division of Harper & 
Row. That can add up to $12,000 out of 
the $80,000 a family spends for food dur- 
ing a 174o-70 year life span. The life 
span figures take into account the num- 
ber of persons fed at various stages of a 
family's life cycle. 


Mrs. 
Ralney, in cooperation with the 


consumer advisory committee of the 
NAFC, made these points: 


—Convenience foods save precious 


meal preparation time but they rarely 
save money. Exceptions include frozen 
french fries in 2-pound poly bags, which 
are two cents a pound cheaper per 
serving than making them yourself. De- 
hydrated mashed potatoes cost less than 
three cents a serving when bought In a 
2-pound package. Frozen orange concen- 
trate is the cheapest way to buy orange 
juice, at 3.7 cents per half cup serving, 
when bought in 12 or 16-ounco cans. 
Homo squeezed fresh oranges arc the 
most expensive, at 0.1 cents per half cup 
serving. 


—Frozen chicken chow mcin costs less 


than the same dish prepared at home. So 
do canned bake-nnd-scrve biscuits from 
the refrigerated dairy cose, at about one 
cent per biscuit. 


—When you buy turkey, other poultry, 


moat and fish, save money by figuring 
on cost per serving basis instead of cost 
per pound. 
< 


Whole turkey usually is cheaper per 


pound than parts, just as whole roasts 
usually are cheaper per pound than 
chops, steaks and other small cuts. And 
the number of servings you get from 
larger cuts can reduce the cost per 
serving substantial!. 


ON THIS BASIS, boneless turkey roost 


at $1.03 per pound costs no more than 
whole turkey at 50 cents a pound. A 
pound of flank steak or London broil 
marked $1.49 per pound yields four 
sen-ings from that pound at about 37 
cents each, compared with short ribs, at 
69 cents a pound and one serving per 
pound. 


—Homemade rice and macaroni or 


noodle mixes also save money, even If 
you use packaged salad dressing or dip 
mix for seasoning instead of individual 
herbs and spices. 


Prcscasoned rice and macaroni or 


noodle mixes cost about five or seven 
cents an ounce because they come in 
small packages. The same size mix 
mado at homo from a 2-pound package 
of regular rice costs only about one cent 
an ounce, or two cents, if made with en- 
riched, parboiled rice. 


Tho cost on both homemade mixes is 


cheaper than the commercial variety 
even if you use a packet of salad season- 
ing or dip mix at 20 or 25 cents per pack. 
One makes enough seasoning for a half 
pound of rice. 


—If you can spare freezer space tem- 


porarily for bulky items such as bread 
and rolls, watch the day-old tablo In su- 
permarkets for reduced price house 
brand loaves to bo used for holiday tur- 
key stuffing. National brands don't get 
marked down there because bakeries 
pick up the unsold products to be sold at 
their own thrift stores. 


-SAVE MONEY on fresh fruit by 


choosing small apples, oranges and ba- 
nanas for children and other persons 
with small appetites. Even if small fruit 
costs slightly more per pound, you'll 
savo by eliminating waste. 


—Don't buy largo quantities of any 


food, no matter how low the price, unless 
you can use It before It spoils or loses 
valuable nutrients. Vitamin loss from

terms. 


Mrs. Vanderweel, 215 Flcetwood Ln., 


said she discussed running for reelection 
with her husband, Leonard, and their 
daughter Kitty, 12, before making her de- 
cision to run for a four-year trusteeship. 
"They both said they would back me and 
assist In tho campaign," she said. "They 
helped me when I was elected to a two- 
year term (In 1071), and I need their sup- 
port."

resident of tho village, said it was too

She said the property tax freeze pro- 


posed by Gov. Richard B. Ogllvie would

commissioners whose terms expire in 
April, two are planning to run again, but 
tho third is not sure. 


Edward Hauser, president of the park 


district, said, "I would have to say I am 
going to run, at this point in time. I am 
involved and would like to stay in- 
volved." 


Bart Dill said, "Yes, I am running." 
David von Schaumburg said that until 


a few days ago his answer would have 
been a "very definite 'no', but now I am 
sliding a little bit.

U.S. Studies 
Watershed 
Agreement 


Federal agencies in Washington, D.C., 


will have until mid-January to study and 
comment on the Upper Salt Creek Water- 
shed Agreement, according to Tom Ham- 
ilton, chairman of the Upper Salt Creek 
Watershed Steering Committee. 


Hamilton said yesterday that the 


agreement was circulated about two 
weeks ago and the agencies were given a 
60-day time limit in which to reply. 


Comments from the various agencies 


will then be included in the report to the 
Senate public works commission. 


The commission will then make a rec- 


ommendation on possible federal funding 
for the project 


If the commission recommends federal 


funding, and the Congress acts on it hi 
the next legislative session, money would 
be available for the 1974 fiscal year 
which starts July 1,1973. 


The Upper Salt Creek Watershed 


Agreement is a $26.5 million project to 
build flood controls across Salt Creek. 
Federal funds for approximately half the 
cost are being sought. These funds would 


. be administered through the U.S. Soil 


Conservation Service. 


The remainder of the funds would 


come from state and local government 
a g e n c i e s . Sixteen state and local 
agencies signed the agreement before it 
was sent to Washington in mid-Septem- 
ber. 


After the agreement had been sent to 


Washington, Gov. Richard Ogilvie an- 
nounced that the state was not going to 


' wait for federal funding, but would pro- 


ceed immediately on the project using 
state funds. 


A spokesman for Gov.-elect Daniel 


Walker, Ogilvie's successor, has said 
that Walker will continue to support the 
state's plan to'proceed on the project 


New Buildingn 
Code Approved 


Elk Grove Village trustees passed a 


new village building code Tuesday based 
on the national Building Officials and 
Code Administration (BOCA) building 
code. 


A building fee schedule presented 


with the new code also was adopted; but 
a proposed fire prevention code was giv- 
en only a first reading. Building Comr. 
Tom Rettenbacher said the revised fee 


' schedule was based on volume of the 


building Instead of construction value. 


He said the new method of comput- 


ing fees was not a significant increase 
over past fees, but using volume statis- 
tics was more in keeping with BOCA 
code. 


The fire prevention code deals with 


construction Involving hazardous mate- 
rials and the inspection of facilities used 
to store dangerous substances. 


The village has been studying 


adoption of a new building code for the 
past two years and held talks with local 
developers and engineers before drawing 
up the final draft of the ordinance. Dur- 
ing discussions last month trustees de- 
cided to follow BOCA for the new village 
code with a few exceptions. BOCA is a 
performance-oriented code in that it 
doesn't specify what materials must be 
used in building, but rather the perform- 
ance standards of those materials.

Firemen Have Something To Crow About

The trusty dalmatlan, long the tradi- 


tional mascot of fire departments across 
the nation, has been replaced with a to- 
tally different type of animal by the 
Hoffman Estates Fire Protection Dis- 
trict. 


Charley the Crow has taken up resi- 


dence In Fire Station No. 1 in Hoffman 
Estates, and according to many of the 
firefighters there, he fills the bill In the 
mascot department. 


"Some of the men found the crow 


while out on a call about three weeks 
ago." saltl Kirc Chief Carl Seiko, while 
explaining the department did not pur- 
posely look for a crow to become its 
mascot. 


But in a few short weeks, Charley has 


found a home and many friends in the 
flrchome. Shortly after his arrival, Char* 
Icy had a wire cage, complete with per- 
ches ami a mirror, built for him by some 
of the firefighters. 


"HOW 
MANY fire departments do you 


know that have a crow for n mascot?" 
one fireman asked a recent visitor. Most 
of the firefighters take the distinction 
lighthcartedly. 


"He really likes chicken," said Fire- 


fighter Richard Knapik. Charley has 
been fed a variety of foods including 
steak, but most of the men agree chicken 
Is his favorite meal. 


The crow, which had a broken wing, 


seems to be getting better each day. Now 
the bird can hop from the floor of his 
cage to a wooden perch, a task that 
posed some difficulty when Charley first 
arrived. 


Charley has proved to be a popular at- 


traction around the station. Visitors 
are quick to notice the big black crow 
perched in the station when they first ar- 
rive, said one fireman. He added that if 
they do not sec him, they arc sure to 
hear when he lets out with a crow's afm- 
mlliar cawing sound. 


"HE DOES not like things inside the 


cage," said Red Williamson, another 
firefighter who has shown much.interest 
in Charley. Williamson said a paper crow 
was placed in the cage recently and 
Charley tore it up. 


Chief Seiko said Charley may be only a 


temporary mascot for the- tire district. 
He said he has received several reports 
that the animal may be a child's pet. 


"We plan to check this out," Selke 


said. He added the department would not 
think of keeping the bird if it was a fami- 
ly pet. 


But if Charley has to leave his perch in 


the firehouse, he may still be the only 
crow in the world that has been a fire 
department mascot, even if it was only 
temporary.

bility now," ZeHek said. "Why should the 
village take over an expense it doesn't 
have now?"

JOYCE has been working "on her

The Wheeling Zoning Board Tuesday 


night recommended that zoning bo grat- 
ed for a 223-unit condominium townhouso 
complex south of Manchester Drive and 
cast of Wolf Road. 


The 27.5-ocrc project Is the second 


planned development In the Meadow- 
brook area lo come before the zoning 
board In the past two weeks. 


The project Is designed as a scries of 


clusters around a central retention basin 
and recreation area. The individual 
townhouscs will be a combination of 
split-level and two-story units. 


Architect Albert Osran said the proj- 


ect is being designed on the idea of Span- 
ish or Portuguese villas, which vary in 
elevation, setback and design. 


"Wo have 27 acres of prairie, and 


we're trying to make this as Interesting 
as possible," Osran said. 


THE UNITS WILL all have three bed- 


rooms and developers estimate that the 
project will generate 210 school children 
In the elementary schools. Developers 
have already contacted School Disk 21 to 
discuss making a donation to compensate 
for growth in the school population. 


D u r i n g the hearing, developers 


stressed that the proposed site Is not lo- 
cated in the flood plain and that the 
Wheeling Drainage Ditch docs not run 
across the property. 


The retention basin for tho complex 


will bo designed to handle a 100-year 
storm (an extreme storm not likely to 
occurr within a 11 years) and will main- 


tain a minimal level of two to three feet 
of water at all times. The engineer for 
the project said that, if necessary, tho 
retention basin would be fed by a pump 
to maintain this water level. He also said 
the pond would be aerated if stagnation 
developed. 


The pond will be used for ice skating in 


the winter and light boating in the sum- 
mer. It will not be stocked with fish, 
however, because a minimum of nine 
feet of water is needed to support water 
life In tho whiter months. 


THE DEVELOPERS have agreed to 


grant the village a 40-foot dedication on 
Manchester Drive to allow for the widen- 
ing of tho road at a further date. Accord- 
Ing to the traffic plan of the complex, 
Wolf Road would be the major entrance 
and Manchester Drive would be a secon- 
dary entrance.

Grant Sought 
To Purchase 
Rescue Tool 


In an effort to continue improving the 


efficiency of the Wheeling Fire Depart- 
ment Rescue unit, an' official said plans 
are being made to order a Hurst Rescue 
Tool. 


The tool is used to pry and pull apart 


almost any kind of wreckage. Two other 
communities in the state arc believed to 
have use of the Hurst tool — Chicago and 
Lake Forest. 


According 'to Wheeling Public Safety 


Director Roger Strieker, both of those 


. tools were pressed into action during the 


recent Illinois Central Gulf train crash in 
Chicago. 


THE COST of the equipment is listed 


at $3,775. However, if a grant from the 
Illinois Division of Highways is ap- 
proved, the village will pay half the cost. 
The rest of the funds will come from the 
grant. 


Strieker said yesterday the application 


for the grant has been submitted and the 
order for the tool should be sent out 
shortly. He was confident the grant will 
be awarded. 


"We show a need for such a tool since 


every main roadway in our village is ei- 
ther a state or county road. We are also 
bordered by the tollway on the east and 
a tool like this may be necessary," said 
Strieker.

He added that the accident rate in the 


village for the period of July to August 
this past year increased 22.4 per cent 
over last year. "It's things like this I 
hope will convince the state we need the 
grant," said Strieker. 


THE HUR$T tool Is considered one of 


the safest resciie.units available. When it 


. Is used no sparks are created, as with 


similar equipment, thus eliminating the 
chance of fire. 


According to officials, several Wheel- 


big firemen are trained in the use of the 
tool and once it is received the entire 
rescue force will be able to use it. After 
all the rescue personnel are trained the 
Wheeling Civil Defense units will receive 
instruction. 


The power unit for the tool weighs 40 


pounds, while the tool itself weighs 55 
pounds. The entire unit can be hand-held 
and operated by one man. It operates at 
maximum pressure output of 10,000 
pounds at the tips of the jaws. 


The unit is a self-contained spreading 


and pulling device and is maintenance' 
free. Several different cutting heads can 
also be adapted to the unit.

tool

The Buffalo Crovo Village Board gave 


Its approval to Police Chief Harry Walsh 
Monday night to apply for federal funds 
and join the combined communications 
dispatch network. 


Tho network now includes Police de- 


partments In Mount Prospect, Elk Grove 
and Arlington Heights. If Buffalo Grove 
receives a favorable reply to Its request 
for federal funds It will be the fourth vil- 
lage to join the network. 


"With tho acceptance of our request 


for the grant we would receive more 
than $24,000 In radio equipment," said 
Walsh. "This equipment would be ours 
whether we stayed with the program or 
decided to get out of It after a year." 


Walsh said there arc three reasons 


why his department and the citizens of 
Buffalo Grovo should benefit from the 
new program. 


THE FIRST reason Is that tho depart- 


ments will be working from a central 
dispatching location. All calls can come 
In and be monitored at this location. 


Sccondly.tho departments involved will 


bo using UHF rather than VHP fre- 
quencies. This will give them clearer 
channels of communication with every 
policeman on duty. 


"Through very technical means we 


will be able to communicate with a pa- 
trolman whether he Is In his car or out 
walking around. There also will be satel- 
lite receivers in the area so a signal nev- 
er weakens. 


"Finally, tho move to change the com- 


munications system of the police depart- 
ment with the help of a federal grant will 
cost the taxpayers of the village almost 
nothing. Tho only cost Incurred by the 
department will be the hiring of another 
radio operator. 


"This Is a pilot program and if we

School Board 
Ratifies Neiv 
Contract 


A 2.6 per cent cost of living increase 


for returning teachers and a $21,825 mer- 
it pay fund are part of a 1972-73 teacher 
contract ratified by the Prospect Heights 
Disk 23 School Board last night 


The Prospect Heights Education Asso- 


ciation (PHEA) last week ratified the 
agreement, reached earlier this month 
during a four-hour mediations session. 
The two sides agred to hire a mediator 
when they couldn't agree on salary or 
merit pay. 


Teachers are granted merit raises 


based on ratings given at the end of each 
year. Merit raises for the 1972-73 school 
year are $420 for a superior teacher as 
compared to $350 last year; $270 for an 
above average teacher as compared to 
$175 last year; and $121 for a competent 
teacher as compared to $100 last year. 
Ratings of unsatisfactory and below av- 
erage do not carry a pay increase. 


The new contract also includes a $100 


raise for beginning teachers with a bach- 
elor's degree. Those teachers will now 
receive $7,541. Extra duty pay funds 
were approved as follows: $1,291.50 for 
John Muir School; $2,898 50 for Anne Sul- 
liVan School; $1,291.50 for Eisenhower 
School; $1,050 for Betsy Ross School; and 
$4,677.75 for MacArlhur Junior Hifh 
School. 


The contract also includes 20 sick days 


for teachers plus two personal leave days 
a year. 


Dist. 23 Is the last school district in the 


Northwest suburbs to reach a contract 
agreement. The two sides called for me- 
diation after the thirteenth open bargain- 
ing session. At that time, the board's lat- 
est contract offer included a total merit 
pay fund of $16,725, the same as granted 
teachers last year, and $14,438 in extra- 
duty pay funds. The board had also of- 
fered the 2.6 per cent cost-of-living pay 
bike, which will cost the district $19,238 
more than last year. 


The PHEA's last proposal included 


$47,000 in merit funds and negotiators for 
teachers indicated they would agree to a 
2.6 per cent salary increase if they re- 
ceived the merit pay request.

day, and it can't have talk shows all the 
time. In the early morning hours, from 1 
to 4 a.m. you can hear some really 
strange things from WWMM. For 90 min- 
utes each, the station plays the sound of 
ocean waves, gongs and bird calls — all 
in stereo, of course. The only inter- 
ruption is a soft female voice that occa- 
sionally announces the station's call let- 
ters.

Indeed, 
WWMM wants to be an important part of 
the community, ho says. 


This policy, if it can be so called, Do 


Witt says has led him to program more 
local news, more public affairs and pub- 
lic service shows, than did WWMM's pre- 
decessor. Thus the reason for the station's 
many listener participation programs. 


And beginning soon, De Witt will gue 


the audience a chance to really talk 
back. He is planning a program, to be 
called "Free Forum," which would allow 
the public to get back at the station. 


"All of us have been annoyed at some 


time or other over something we heard 
on the radio — an ad, a comment or the 
like," De Witt said. "We wish we had the 
chance to express ourselves on the air. 
We want to give the public that chance." 


PLANS ARE FOR the program to

JOINING the Navy was no spur-of-thc 


moment decision JTor Joyce — she has 
wanted to be a sailor since she was 12 
years old.

The village board reversed the decision

The concensus of opinion 
among the zoning board members was 
that Tenvoorde could not prove the unfin- 
ished driveway created enough of a hard* 
ship to warrant a variation to the drive- 
way ordinance.

Atcher responded to charges by the 


Citizens Action Program (CAP), the Illi- 
nois Education Association (IEA), Dist. 
211 Education Association and Schaum- 
burg Education Association (Dist. 54). 


Atcher said higher assessments on 


commercial properties like Woodfield 
would discourage their construction, and 
indirectly place a greater burden on indi- 
vidual homeowners. 


"I don't have just a flat statement to 


make. Naturally I think it's proper that 
all properties be on the tax rolls at a fair 
figure. But I think much more study 
should have been done before they re- 
leased this current release," said the 
Schaumburg mayor. 


THE FOUR organizations charged un- 


derassessments of Woodfield, land owned 
by Union Oil Co., Motorola Inc.-Commu- 
nicatlons Division and Meadow Trace 
Apartment Complex arc costing home- 
owners in the township $4.7 million in tax 
revenue. 


Atcher said the charge that Woodfield 


is worth $100 million is untrue. When the 
entire Woodfield complex is completed 
"there Is no doubt it will be worth $100 
million," Atcher said. But he noted a 
twin theater building, office buildings, 
bank buildings and ancillary land devel- 
opment will be included in that figure, 
when-they are finished. If Woodfield 
proper (the mall and parking area) were 
worth $100 million alone, "it would have 


- cost $50 to $60 per square foot, which is 
way beyond the cost of construction for 
facilities such as that," said Atcher. 


The mayor also quarreled with the 


CAP assessment on open land, saying 
"the same people arc making speeches 
about needing open space." Placing high 
assessments on open land would make 
the property too valuable to lie dormant, 
said the mayor. Developers would be 
forced to cover all land with buildings, or 
sell it to someone else who would, if the 
CAP assessment figures were used, he 
said. 
Land values already have made farm- 


ing too expensive in the township, said 
Atcher, pointing out the low number of 
farms in the area. Assessing open land in 
a development at the CAP rates would 
make it just as prohibitive to leave green 
area, he said. 


Atcher also charged overly high as- 


sessments would discourage construction 
and other development to the point it 
would no longer take place. 


"No developer of commerce and in- 


dustry is going to look at land, much less 
purchase it for development, if the as- 
sessment is high," said the mayor. Lack 
of development would mean no growth in 
the tax base, he said. 


"IN THE LAST four years Schaum- 


burg will have placed on the land some- 
where in the neighborhood of $300 mil- 
lion" worth of development, he said. "In 
the neighborhood of $100 million will go 
on the tax rolls this year. A huge per- 
centage is commercial and industrial, 
which is picking up about half of the tax 
load. The only reason we have those is 


of 
because of the assessment practices 
the county office," said Atcher. 


"If they did anything bordering on 


what is proposed by the IEA, Schaum- 
burg may as well just fold up and quit," 
said Atcher. 


The mayor also noted Schaumburg has 


a minimum home lot size of 10,000 
square feet, much of which is open land 
in each lot. Changing the assessment pol- 
icy for open land would also increase the 
assessment for individual^ homeowners, 
he'said. "Assessment practices have to' 
be equal," he said. 


Atcher has tentatively scheduled a 


meeting Dec. 14 with the school board of 
Dist. 211. 


"I would hope they do not make a 


statement or take a stand until I have an 
opportunity to talk with them," said the 
mayor. He has not requested a meeting 
with officials in Dist. 54, but has asked 
Marvin Lapicola, district business man- 
ager, to explain statements he has made 
relating to the CAP charges.

Both residents received letters notify- 


ing them of the violations following the 
house-to-house survey conducted this fall 
by the public works department They 
were given 30 days to correct the prob- 
lem and after that, a 15-day extension.

Issued subpoenas. 


"I THINK THE court realizes the pres- 


sure on the Northwest suburlw in regards 
to flooding," said BUI Davis, public 
works director.

tough," said Mrs. Peckenpaugh. "I nev- 
er saw anything wrong with it. The 
Navy's strict, and It's really no different 
than if she were working on her own." 


JOYCE has been working "on her 


own" since she left Fremd High School 


her junior year, but she has always lived 
at home. Joyce said she quit school be- 
cause she couldn't stand sitting in class 
all day. To enlist, however, Joyce had to 
take a high school equivalency test. 


"She passed all her tests with Hying 


colors," said Roger Johnson of the Pala- 
tine U.S. Naval Recruiting office. 


So far, Joyce says that life in the Navy 


isn't too difficult, and she doesn't even 
mind living in barracks — being one of 
sLx children, she says she's used to hav- 
ing a lot of people around.

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Creek Watershed 
Plan Being Eyed 
By U.S. Panel 


Federal agencies in Washington, D.C., 


will have until mid-January to study and 
comment on the Upper Salt Creek Water- 
shed Agreement, according to Tom Ham* 
llton, chairman of the Upper Salt Creek 
Watershed Steering Committee. 


Hamilton said yesterday that the 


agreement was circulated about two 
weeks ago and tho agencies were given a 
60-day time limit in which to reply. 


Comment* from the various agencies 


will then bo Included in the report to the 
Senate public works commission. 


The- commission will then moke a rec- 


ommendation on possible federal funding 
for the project. 


If the commission recommends federal 


funding, and tho Congress acts on It in 
tho next legislative session, money would 
be available for tho 1974 fiscal year 
which starts July 1,1973. 


The Upper Salt Creek Watershed 


Agreement Is a $26.5 million project to 
build flood controls across Salt Creek. 
Federal funds for approximately half the 
cost aro being sought. These funds would 
be administered through tho U.S. Soil 
Conservation Service. 


Tho remainder of the funds would 


come.from state and local government 
agendas. Sixteen state and local 
agencies signed the agreement before it 
was sent to Washington in mid-Septem- 
ber. 


After tho agreement had been sent to 


Washington, Gov. Richard Ogllvle an- 
nounced that the state was not going to 
wait for federal funding, but would pro- 
ceed Immediately on the project using 
state funds.

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Track Officials Refuse Comment 
Maximum Racing Days Were Denied 


Arlington Park Race Track officials 


refused comment yesterday on the 1973 
summer racing schedule here, which Is 
far short of what had been anticipated. 


Arlington Park was awarded a total of 


83 days of racing. Of that, 77 days are 
for consecutive meets of the Arlington 
Park and Washington Park Jockey Clubs 
and six days for the Sun-Times/Daily 
News charity meet. 


The charity meet will run from April 


19 to 25, making it the racing season 
opener in the Chicago area. The 77-day 
jockey club meets will run from April 26 
to July 24. 


"Those are the dates we got, and that's 


that," said William Thaycr, general 
manager of Arlington Park-Washington 
Park Race Tracks Corp. He declined fur- 
ther comment, adding that neither he nor 
other track officials would say any more 
about the schedule. 


TRACK OFFICIALS had requested a 


total of 126 days of racing, the maximum 
allowed by law. And Thayer told the Illi- 
nois Racing Board that the track de- 
serves that many days, even if it would 
mean leaving only 55 racing days to be 
divided up among three other thorough- 
bred tracks In the Chicago area. 


Even though the 1973 racing season 


will be six days longer than this year's, 
track officials can't be too happy with 
that consolation. Thayer told the racing 


board that Arlington Park will not be 
able to make future improvements to the 
track and backstretch without a longer 
racing season and the additional funds 
that that brings with it. 


But track officials aren't the only ones 


unhappy with the Cook County racing 
schedule approved by a 4-3 vote of the 
racing board Tuesday. Board Chairman 
Alexander MacArthur resigned as a re- 
sult of the schedule, along with approval 
of racing dates for tracks owned in part 
by an indicted ex-board chairman and

MacArthur, aware of the diminishing 


quality of Illinois horse racing and quan- 
tity of revenue to the state, wanted a 
schedule that would start at Sportsman's 
Park, move to Arlington Park, then 
come back to Sportsman's and Haw- 
thorne Park. He feels that that would 
have been the answer to the problem. 


"WE BUILT a schedule that would 


bring in revenue 'legitimately,'" MacAr- 
thur said. "Our schedule would have pro- 
vided one-and-a-half times the 1972 reve- 
nue next year. And it would have done it 
without gimmick betting." 


Gimmick betting Includes perfectas, 


trifectas and quinellas. All these are 
'Variations of picking the top finishing 
horses in a race in the order in which 
they finish. The board, at MacArthur's 
insistence, voted last June to restrict wa- 
gering to win, place, show and daily 
double betting. This was done after dis- 
covery of what MacArthur called "irre- 
gularities and improprieties" related to 
exotic wagering at some state tracks. 


Track owners, and some track en- 


thusiasts, wanted to see the return of 
gimmick betting, which they said would 
make them and the state more money. 
They got their way by a 5-2 board vote 


. on that one, even if they didn't get as 


many racing days as they would have 
liked. 


Even though Arlington Park will host 


the season opener next year, it won't be 
the earliest the track has opened. In 
1971, the first race of the season was held 
on April 17, two days earlier than the 
opening date for 1973. Still, the track 
stayed open until Aug. 23, 1971, a season 
much closer to the 110 days the track 
had grown accustomed to until the 1972 
season. 


ALTHOUGH IT may not be much of 


a consolation, the earlier season next 
year does mean that Arlington Park will 
be open over two holidays — Memorial 
Day and Independence Day (July 4). The 
track was open only during the July 4 
holiday this year. Holidays are always 
welcome by the tracks, because they 
usually mean good attendance and heavy 
betting. 


Even though the last horse race 


will be held July 24 next summer, that 
date won't mark the end of action at Ar- 
lington Park The Future of America Fair 
to be held at the track apparently will be 
held sometime in August or early Sep- 
tember. 


The fair will be similar to any state 


fair in the country, according to organ- 
izers of the event. Organizers expect the 
10-day affair to host some 400,000 per- 
sons.

15 is one of more than 
60 schools from throughout the state 
which has submitted an application for a 
planning contract to the Illinois Network 
for School Development. 


Marion Omiatek, assistant superintend- 


ent of instruction in Dist. 15, said 10 
schools to participate in the network will 
be recommended to Michael J. Bakalis, 
Illinois Superintendent of public instruc- 
tion, by Dec. 16. District officials expect 
to hear if Virginia Lake School in Pala- 
tine is one of the 10 schools recommend- 
ed before that date. 


Participation in the Illinois Network 


for School Development, a new network 
designed to encourage the implementa- 
tion of innovative educational programs, 
would entitle Virginia Lake School to a 
maximum $10,000 grant to plan educa- 
tional programs. 


THE PLANNING of innovative educa- 


tional programs at the 10 target schools 
selected will start in January and include 
workshops, visits to other schools and 
seminars conducted by consultants. 


Implementation of the educational pro- 


grams would start in the falL The grant 
is only for the planning stage but If the 
state legislature approves additional 
funds more grants may be available to 
the 10 schools for implementation of the 
programs. However, the target schools 
selected will be warned to plan programs 
that could be implemented without the 
additional state funds. 


Every school applying for the planning 


contract is required to make two com- 
mitments. First, they must agree to des- 
ignate a planning group to define a dis- 
tinctive direction for educational prac- 
tices. Second, the schools selected must 
have substantial planning and operation 
autonomy within the confines of the Illi- 
nois School Code.

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City Resolution 
Opposes Realty 
Freeze Proposal 


The Rolling Meadows City Council has 


passed a resolution opposing Cov. Rich- 
ard Ogllvlo's proposed real estate tax 
freeze. 


The resolution, drafted and approved 


during a city council meeting Tuesday, 
authorizes City Mgr. James Watson to 
explain the city's opposition to the 
freeze by testifying before a Joint House- 
Senate committee now considering the 
bill. It further states that the city op- 
poses the freeze in general because it 
docs not take Into consideration the natu- 
ral annexation and expansion of a city 
and undermines the concept of home rule 
granted In the new Illinois constitution. 


A special session of the General As- 


sembly is currently meeting in Spring- 
field to consider Ogilvlc's freeze propos- 
al, which was announced in mid-October. 
The controversial freeze would affect 
the total dollar amount of revenue 
collected by a taxing body, rather than 
the tax rate. 


Under Ogilvlc's plan, a ceiling would 


be Imposed on the amount of revenue a 
taxing district could collect for the next 
four years. This celling would be set at 
the amount of money a district will col- 
lect In 1973.

Watson said he 
had offered to testify against the bill in 
behalf of the city manager's organization 
and so could present the city's resolution 
at the same time. 


During tho discussion, Jacobson noted 


that ho was not against the idea of tax 
relief but rather to the proposal offered 
by Ogilvic. 


"I THINK we realize that some tax re- 


striction is needed, but rather than the 
dollar amount, the taxing rates shculd be 
frozen," he suggested. 


Aid. Daniel Weber (4th) then con- 


tradicted Jacobson, saying he was not 
in favor of any kind of freeze, but if such 
a measure was passed, It should contain 
some amendments that would give mu- 
nicipalities that have no tax rate the 
right to levy one. 


At that point Aid. Thomas Waldron 


(2nd) reminded the council that most ob- 
servers feel the bill will not be approved. 
"My friends In the legislature say there 
is not even a prayer of this passing," he 
said, but added that a city resolution offi- 
cially opposing the proposal would still 
bo hi order. 


Jacobson agreed, and later called 


the freeze "Aa can of worms." He said 
tho freeze proposal amounted to tho state 
asking local governments to use "di- 
luted funds for providing more services." 
He sold he did not think the bill could 
benefit any taxing body, oven school dis- 
tricts and munlclpalles which will be en- 
titled to revenue sharing funds. 


"We all realize the taxpayer needs a 


break," ho added, "but this is not a 
good way."

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City Acts Again Td Annex Fire District 


Rolling Meadows officials took another 


step toward completion of the plan to an- 
nex the fire protection district by Jan. 1 
when the city council Tuesday unani- 
mously approved the adoption of an ordi- 
nance providing fire protection for the 
city. 


Tho measure originally had been pre- 


sented to the council two weeks ago for 
final action, but officials decided the pro- 
posal needed further clarification of per- 
sonnel benefits. Approval Tuesday came 
after only minor discussion of the mea- 
sure. 


Tuesday's action leaves one more legal 


matter to be arranged before the annexa- 
tion, namely adoption by the fire district 
trustees of an ordinance dissolving the 
fire protection district. City Treasurer 
Robert Cole, chairman of the fire district 
committee, said that action was contin- 
gent upon the city passing its resolution • 
first 


Cole said the fire district trustees 


would call a special meeting before Jan. 
1 to enact their ordinance. 


ONE ADDITION was made to the con- 


ditions of the ordinance when City Atty. 
Don Rose asked the councilmen to insert 
a clause requiring that six new proba- 
tionary firemen be added to the force be- 
fore the annexation. Rose said the new 
men will be chosen from tho depart- 
ment's present eligibility list. 


Other conditions in the ordinance in- 


clude that the fire district will transfer , 
and assign to the city all property and 


monies due the fire district, and that the 
city will respect the rights of all present 
full-time fire personnel as well as the 
rights of their dependents in regard to 
benefit arrangements. 


The annexation plan was authorized in 


August when a referendum on the matter 
was approved by voters. The referendum 


called for the city to assume the respon- 
sibility for fire protection service for the 
city. It also authorized the city to levy on 
annual tax not to exceed .40 per cent to 
support the service. 


The takeover of fire protection service 


by the city was originally recommended 
because the fire district was faced with 


rising costs and a stable .40 per cent 
levy. Rather than present a referendum 
seeking a rate increase, the city offered 
to assume the fire protection services. 
The move was offered since it was felt 
that the city could provide additional 
funds for services without an increase in 
the taxing rate. 


U.S. Studies Watershed Agreement 


Federal agencies in Washington, B.C., 


will have until mid-January to study and 
comment on the Upper Salt Creek Water- 
shed Agreement, according to Tom Ham- 
ilton, chairman of the Upper Salt Creek 
Watershed Steering Committee. 


Hamilton said yesterday that the 


agreement was circulated about two 
weeks ago and the agencies were given a 
60-day time limit in which to reply. 


Comments from the various agencies 


will then be included in the report to the 
Senate public works commission. 


The commission will then make a rec- 


ommendation on possible federal funding 
for the project. 


If the commission recommends federal 


funding, and the Congress acts on it in 
the next legislative session, money would 
be available for the 1974 fiscal year 


which starts July 1,1973. 


The Upper Salt. Creek Watershed 


Agreement is a $265 million project to 
build flood'controls across Salt Creek. 
Federal funds for approximately half the 
cost are being sought'These funds would 
be administered through the U.S. Soil 
Conservation Service. 


The remainder of the funds would 


come from state and local government 
agencies. Sixteen state and local 
agencies signed the agreement before it 
was sent to Washington in mid-Septem- 
ber. 


After the agreement had been sent to 


Washington, Gov. Richard Ogilvie an- 
nounced that the state was not going to 
wait for federal funding, but would pro- 
ceed immediately, on the project using 
state funds.

A spokesman for Gov.-elect Daniel 


Walker, Ogilvie's successor, has said 
that Walker will continue to support the 
state's plan to proceed on the project.

School Contract Ratified 


A 2.6 per cent cost of living Increase 


for returning teachers and a $21,825 mer- 
it pay fund are part of a 1972-73 teacher 
contract ratified by the Prospect Heights 
Dist. 23 School Board last night. 


The Prospect Heights Education Asso- 


ciation (PHEA) last week ratified the 
agreement, reached earlier this month 
during a four-hour mediations session. 
The two sides agred to hire a mediator 
when they couldn't agree on salary or 
merit pay. 


Teachers are granted merit raises 


based on ratings given at the end of each 
year. Merit raises for the 1972-73 school 
year are $420 for a superior teacher as 
compared to $350 last year; $270 for an 
above average teacher as compared to 


$175 last year; and $121 for a competent 
teacher as compared to $100 last year. 
Ratings of unsatisfactory and below av- 
erage do not carry a pay increase. 


The new contract also includes a $100 


raise for beginning teachers with a bach- 
elor's degree. Those teachers will now 
receive $7,541. Extra duty pay funds 
were approved as follows: $1,291.50 for 
John Muir School; $2,898.50 for Anne Sul- 
livan School; $1,291.50 for Eisenhower 
School; $1,050 for Betsy Ross School; and 
$4,677.75 for MacArthur Junior High 
School. 


The contract also includes 20 sick days 


for teachers plus two personal leave days 
a year. 


Dist. 23 is the last school district in tho 


Northwest suburbs to reach a contract 
agreement The two sides called for me- 
diation after the thirteenth open bargain- 
ing session. At that time, the board's lat- 
est contract offer included a total merit 
pay fund of $16,725, the same as granted 
teachers last year, and $14,438 in extra- 
duty pay funds. The board had also of- 
fered the 2.6 per cent cost-of-living pay 
hike, which will cost the district $19,238 
more than last year. 


The PHEA's last proposal included 


$47,000 to merit funds and negotiators for 
teachers Indicated they would agree to a 
2.6 per cent salary Increase if they re- 
ceived the merit pay request. 


Crisis Phone 
Hurting; Seek 
Volunteer Aid 


The Mount Prospect Pump House Hot- 


line, a telephone crisis intervention cen- 
ter operated by the Mount Prospect 
Community Action Plan (CAP), is in 
trouble because of lack of volunteers. 


Opinions vary on just how serious the 


trouble is. 


Mike Meehan, social therapist hired 


by CAP to supervise the hotline, said 
yesterday the hotline will have to close if 
it doesn't get more volunteers by Jan. 15. 
He said there are currently only 10 vol- 
unteers, four of them in training, to an- 
swer the telephones. 


But Mount Prospect Mayor Robert Tel- 


chert said yesterday the problem isn't 
that serious. "The problem is just one of 
lack of communication. We didn't plan 
ahead enough to make sure we'd have 
more volunteers," said Teichert, who 
originated CAP and is now involved in 
its reorganization. "I don't see this prob- 
lem any differently than any others 
we've had to cope with for the past two 
years." 


THE PUMP HOUSE Hotline, the first 


CAP project, opened in March, 1971, to 
handle calls from persons with drug-re- 
lated problems. Its scope has been ex- 
panded, however, because most of the 
calls dealt with problems other than drug 
abuse. 


Teichert said he will meet with stu- 


dents representing Forest View and 
Prospect high schools next Wednesday to 
talk about the future of the hotline. The 
meeting will begin at 3 p.m. at the Mount 
Prospect Village Hall, 112 E. Northwest 
Hwy. 


"Originally the idea for having a hot- 


line came from youth," Telchurt said. 
"We want to find out their feelings about 
the hotline and how to keep it going if 
they want it going." Teichert said they 
also will discuss ways to get more volun- 
teers. 
• : 


Meehan said it would be "ridiculous" 


to keep the hotline open with so few vol- 
unteers. Calls for help have not de- 
creased, he said. 


The hotline is only open now Sunday 


through Thursday nights from 6 p.m. to 
11 p.m. Formerly it was open from noon 
until 1 a.m. on weekdays and 24 hours on 
weekends. He said the number of volun- 
teers has steadily, declined since 35 of 
them opened the hotline. 


"A lot of volunteers have gone back to 


school. Some left because they felt then: 
own needs have been met," Meehan said. 
He said some also left because they be- 
lieved in "a collective philosophy" and 
did not want supervision. 


MEEHAN said he is optimistic that the 


hotline can get new volunteers, although 
past efforts have failed. "I'd like to have 
a broad range, high school students and 
grandparents, 
and 
maybe 
married 


couples," he said. He said CAP plans to 
approach senior citizens about-becoming 
volunteers. He said he plans to lift some 
of the rigid requirements of past volun- 
teers, such as serving at least 20 hours a 
week. The screening process, however, 
will be the same, he said. 


Teichert said the meeting Wednesday 


will be to "revitalize" the hotline just as 
the CAP organizational structure is 
being revitalized. Teichert Monday sent 
letters to about 30 local civic organiza- 
tions asking them to officially become 
members of an advisory council that 
would help formulate policy. The council 
would then select a CAP board to make 
month-to-month decisions.

Woodfield Mall Properly 
Assessed, Says Atelier 


Wood/lcId'Mall in Schaumburg is prop- 


erly assessed and pays a fair share of 
property taxes, Village Mayor Robert 0. 
Atchcr said. 


Atchcr responded to charges by the 


Citizens Action Program (CAP), the Illi- 
nois Education Association (IEA), Dlst. 
211 Education Association and Schaum- 
burg Education Association (Dlst. 54). 


Atchcr said higher assessments on 


commercial properties like Woodfield 
would discourage their construction, and 
indirectly place a greater burden on Indi- 
vidual homeowners. 


"I don't have just a flat statement to 


make. Naturally I think it's proper that 
all properties bo on the tax rolls at a fair 
figure. But I think much more study 
should have been done before they re- 
leased this current release," said the 
Schaumburg mayor. 


THE KOUIt organizations charged un- 


derassessments of Woodfield, land owned 
by Union Oil Co., Motorola Inc.-Commu- 
nlcatlons Division and Meadow Trace 
Apartment Complex arc costing home- 
owners In the township $4.7 million in tax 
revenue. 


Atchcr said the charge that Woodfield 


Is worth $100 million Is untrue. When the 
entire Woodfield complex Is completed 
"there Li no doubt It will be worth $100 
million," Atchcr said. But he noted a 
twin theater building, office buildings, 
bank buildings and ancillary land devel- 
opment will be included in that figure, 
when they arc finished. If Woodfield 
proper (the mail and parking area) were 
worth $100 million alone, "It would have 
cost $30 to $60 per square foot, which Is 
way beyond the cost of construction for 
facilities such as that," said Atchcr. 


The mayor also quarreled with the 


CAP assessment on open land, saying 
"the same people arc making speeches 
about needing open space." Placing high 
assessments on open land would make 
the property too valuable to lie dormant, 
said the mayor. Developers would be 
forced to cover all land with buildings, or 
sell It to someone else who would, If the 
CAP assessment figures were used, ho 
said. 


Land values already have made farm- 


Ing too expensive in the township, said 
Atchcr. pointing out tho low number of 
farms In the area. Assessing open land In 
a development at the CAP rates would 
make it Just as prohibitive to leave green 
area, he said. 


Atchcr also charged overly high as- 


sessments would discourage construction 
and other dcvclopncnt to the point it 
would no longer takr place. 


"No developer of commerce and in- 


dustry Is going to look at land, much less 
purchase It for development, If the as- 
sessment is high;" said the mayor. Lack 
of development would mean no growth In 
the tax base, he said.

Wheeling businessman 
Norman R. 


Sackheim, 56, was listed early Wednes- 
day as one of 60 persons killed in Mos- 
cow when a Japan Air Lines plane 
crashed shortly after takeoff Tuesday. 


Mr. Sackheim, a long-time resident of 


Highland Park, was chairman of the 
board of Strum and Drum, 177 W. Hintz 
Rd., and chairman of the board of XL 
Screw Corp., located in the same build- 
ing. 


Strum and Drum, founded by Mr. 


Sackheim in 1965, moved to its Wheeling 
building in 1968. The $290,000 structure 
has 44,500 square feet of space for of- 
fices, display rooms, manufacturing and 
warehouse space. 


Strum and Drum imports music in- 


struments and accessories, and the XL 
Screw Corp., established in 1968, imports 
screws, nuts and bolts. Mr. Sackheim 
originated the concept of importing nuts 
and screws meeting American standards, 
and has been called a pioneer in that 
field. The firm is in the process of plan- 
ning a new building. 


A graduate of the University of Chi- 


cago, Mr. Sackheim founded Heads and 


• Threads Corp., which produced fasten- 


ers. The firm was sold in 1960 to MLS 
Industries, Inc. He was a director and 
vice chairman of the board of MLS until 
he founded Strum and Drum. 


The family was notified of Mr. Sack- 


heim's death early Tuesday morning, 
several hours after officials had an- 
nounced he was one of 76 passengers on 
the plane. The jet flight, bound for Tok- 
yo, had originated in Copenhagen. Mr. 
Sackheim was on a business rip. 


Reports were that the plane exploded 


before it plunged to the ground. Officials 
estimated 16 persons had survived the 
crash.

For Arlington Heights 


Four new retention basins, Including a 


100-acrc lake along McDonald Creek, 
were presented ns the cornerstones of an 
Arlington Heights' flood control program 
in a preliminary report Tuesday night. 


K. J. Peterson, a consulting engineer 


who has been hired by the village to pre- 
pare a $14,000 flood control study, recom- 
mended the basins during a verbal re- 
port to the Citizens Action Committee 
Against Flooding. 


Ho also recommended 3 number of 


sewer line improvements. 


Peterson proposed retention basins at 


Volz Park, Pioneer Park and the site of 
(he old sewage treatment works along 
Northwest Highway. 


He further recommended that a three- 


qunrtcr-mlle-lonR lake be created along 
McDonald Creek south of the Com- 
monwealth Edison Co. right-of-way on 
land that is now outside the village in 
unincorporated Wheeling Township. 


$3,000 first requested. 


The board also received three letters 


from parents with children in the pro- 
gram asking them to reconsider the ac- 
tion. 


IN THE PROGRAM two teachers and 


a class of students contract to design and 
build a house for a private- owner. Work 
Is done on prcfabrlcatlon during the 
school year and actual construction Is 
completed during the summer. 


Gilbert said he hopes the program will 


become financially self-sufficient if the 
class can save an owner enough money 
over regular construction costs. The con- 
tract with the owner will provide that 
half of the saving between construction 
cost and appraised value will bcVebated 
to the school district, Gilbert explained. 


Last summer was the first year for the 


program and the house built cost nearly 
as much as the eventual appraised value. 
The teachers had sold they believe they 
can cut back construction costs this year. 


Board members expressed pleasure 


that the budget had been cut back, but 
pointed out that pcr-pupil cost for the 
program remains very high. Board 
Member Richard Bachhubcr sold he 
would vote to continue the program one 
more year, but added, "At this price we 
can't afford to put it in the other schools 
and wo can't spend this kind of money 
year after year." 


TOTAL BUDGET for the program is 


now $10,092, with most of the funds com- 
ing from the Forest View budget and 
from research and development funds 
set aside by the district. 


In other action, the board increased 


the pay scales for substitute teachers 
and teachers for home-bound students. 
Dally rate for substitutes was raised 
from $26.50 to $27.50. After 10 days on a 
single job, the rate will be $33 a day, up 
from a rate of $31.80. 


Rates for teachers of home-bound stu- 


dents were raised 20 cents from $5.30 to 
$5.50 per hour. 


other track officials would say any more 
about the schedule. 


TRACK OFFICIALS had requested a 


total of 126 days of racing, the maximum 
allowed by law. And Thayer told the Illi- 
nois Racing Board that the track de- 
serves that many days, even if it would 
mean leaving only 55 racing days to be 
divided up among three other thorough- 
bred tracks in the Chicago area. 


Even though the 1973 racing season 


will be six days longer than this year's, 
track officials can't be too happy with 
that consolation. Thayer told the racing 
board that Arlington Park will not be 
able to make-future improvements to the 
track and backstrctch without a longer 
racing season and the additional funds 
that that brings with it. 


But track officials aren't the only ones 


unhappy with the Cook County racing 
schedule approved by a 4-3 vote of the 
racing board Tuesday. Board Chairman 
Alexander MacArthur resigned as a re- 
sult of the schedule, along with approval 
of racing dates for tracks owned in part 
by an indicted ex-board chairman and 
reinstatement of gimmick betting. 


MacArthur, aware of the, diminishing 


quality of Illinois horse racing and quan- 
tity of revenue to the state, wanted a 
schedule that would start at Sportsman's 
Park, move to Arlington Park, then 
come back to Sportsman's and Haw- 
thorne Park. He feels that that would 
have been the answer to the problem. 


"WE BUILT a schedule that would 


bring in revenue 'legitimately,' " MacAr- 
thur said. "Our schedule would have pro- 
vided one-and-a-half times the 1972 reve- 
nue next year. And it would have done it 
without gimmick betting." 


Gimmick betting includes perfectas, 


trifectas and quincllas. All these arc 
variations 'of picking the top finishing 
horses in a race in the order in which 
they finish. The board, at MncArthur's 
insistence, voted last. June to restrict wa- 
gering to win, place, show and dally 
double betting. This was done after dis- 
covery of what MacArthur called "irre- 
gularities and improprieties" related to 
exotic wagering at some state tracks. 


Track owners, and some track en- 


thusiasts, wanted to see the return of 
gimmick betting, which they said would 
make them and the state more money. 
They got their way by a 5-2 board vote 
on that one, even if they didn't get as i 
many racing days as they would have 
liked. 


Even though Arlington Park will host, 


the season opener next year, it won't be 
the earliest the track hqs opened. In 
1971, the first race of the season was held 
on April 17, two days earlier, than the 
opening date for 1973. Still, the track 
stayed open until Aug. 23,1971, a season 
much closer to the 110 days the track 


had grown accustomed to until the 1972 
season.

ALTHOUGH IT may not be'much of. 


a consolation, the earlier season next 
year does mean that Arlington Park will 
be open over two holidays — Memorial 
Day and Independence Day (July 4). The 
track was open only during the July 4 
holiday this year. Holidays are always 
welcome by the tracks, because they 
usually mean good attendance and heavy 
betting. 


Even though the last horse race 


will be held July 24 next summer, that 
date won't mark the end of action at Ar- 
lington Park The Future of America Fair 
to be held at the track apparently will be 
held sometime in August or early Sep- 
tember. 


The fair will be similar to any state 


fair in the country, according to organ- 
izers of the event. Organizers expect the 
10-day affair to host some 400,000 per- 
sons. 


Featured at the fail will be enter- 


tainers, carnival rides and exhibits.

The Arlington Heights Caucus last 


night elected BUI Griffith chairman of its 
candidate recommendation committee 
during a sparsely attended meeting void 
of any apparent conflict or political in- 
trigue. 


Griffith succeeds Alfred Lindscy as 


head of the 20-man committee which, in 
the next two months, will Interview and 
nominate a slate of candidates for the 
village board election next April. 


Last night's meeting lacked tho drama 


of the 1970 Caucus session when on al- 
liance of homeowners associations won 
control of the Caucus and attached a 
controversial amendment opposing the 
use of spot zoning for multi-family devel- 
opments to the Caucus's statement of 
goals and objectives. 


All Caucus-endorsed candidates must 


agree to support the statement which is 
In effect a party platform. 


THERE WERE NO amendments pro- 


posed this year to the nine-point state- 
ment of goals which pledges Caucus can- 
didates to: 


—Maintain maximum efficiency 
and 


economy in village government and keep 
taxes at tho lowest practicable level. 


—Promote civic pride and community 


spirit 


—Enforce the law fairly and justly. 
—Conduct village affairs without favor- 


itism. 


—Appoint only qualified persons to the 


various boards and commissions. 


—Support the village manager form of 


government, embodying a board of 
trustees elected from tho village at 
largo. 


—UTILIZE SOUND planning and zon- 


ing principles In the promotion, control 
and development of desirable com- 
mercial and industrial growth in the vil- 
lage. 


—Maintain the single family residen- 


tial nature of the community and protect 
residential areas by prohibiting the use 
of spot zoning for multiple family units 
In these areas. 


—Preserve tho autonomy of village 


government 


One important amendment was made 


• to the Caucus by-laws. 


Candidates recommended by the candi- 


date committee now will be open to the 


press during the five days between the 
time the committee reveals its selections 
and the time the Caucus reconvenes to 
vote on its candidate slate. 


IT IS THE responsibility of the candi- 


date recommendation committee to put 
forth two names for each village board 
vacancy. The full Caucus then recon- 
venes to endorse one candidate for each 
position. 


Presiding over the second Caucus 


meeting, which probably will be held 
sometime in January, will be J. Burton 
Thompson, a former village trustee who 
was elected Caucus chairman; Alfred 
Barbara, president of the Hasbrook Civic 
Association, was elected vice chairman; 
Sally Dodd, secretary; and Rand Bur- 
dcttc, treasurer. 


All four officers were nominated and 


elected without opposition. 


Signifying the lack of the kind of politi- 


cal rivalry that characterized the 1970 
Caucus and the ensuing election in which 
three of the four Caucus-endorsed candi- 
dates were defeated, out-going Chairman 
Lindscy sold after the election of new 
officers: 


"I ONLY WON one out of four two 


years ago, and I only won one out of four 
tonight. Don't hitch your wagons to my 
star." 


Burdcttc, a past president of the Ar- 


lington Terrace Homeowners Association 
which Llndsey now heads, is the only one 
of the four new officers associated with 
the 1970 homeowners' coup. 


Retiring Caucus Chairman John White 


urged the approximately 140 residents 
who attended last night's meeting to en- 
courage persons, whom, they felt were 
qualified and interested, to appear before 
the candidate committee. 


"The name of the ball game U to get 


out into tho neighborhoods and commu- 
nity organizations and find competent., 
and resourceful people," White said. 


At a minimum, the Caucus is faced 


with finding three candidates for the vil- 
lage board and a village president nom- 
inee. 


If a Dec. 16 referendum to increase the 


village board by two more trustees pas- 
ses, tho Caucus will be faced with nomi- 
nating five trustee candidates as well as 
on aspirant for the village president posi- 
tion.

The total delegation was small — some 


140 Arlington Heights residents —but the 
special Interest groups from throughout 
the village were present. 


Al Lindsey's group from Arlington Ter- 


race, many who helped the maverick poll- 
.tician take, control of the caucus two 
years ego', huddled near the speaker's 
platform. Al Llndsey had told them to 
show up and they did. 


But instead of talking politics, they 


were grumbling about the upcoming Ar- 
lington Heights Park District referen- 
dum. "We seem to be left out in the 
cold," said Delmer Manning, a past pres- 
ident of the homeowner's association. 


He's determined to find out why. "If 


you look at this referendum, we're the 
only part of town left out," referring to 
the lack of park improvement proposed 
.for his area. A woman sitting next to him 
said she planned to make plenty of noise 
about the referendum. "We're going to 
be like a squeaking wheel... a squeak- 
ing wheel gets oil." 


THE ARLINGTON TERRACE leaders 


had anticipated a turnout of SO residents. 
Only 20 came to the meeting, a similar 
situation which existed in all other vil- 
lage homeowner's associations present at 
the Caucus. 


Only two persons from the Surrey 


Ridge West subdivision in south Arling- 
ton Heights were present. A lone Heri- 
tage Park homeowner was nearby. 


"I was elected to attend this meeting 


and then I'll go back and tell the others 
about It" That was the theme of the eve- 
ning. Because of the apparent lack of 
election issues, only a few attended. Dur- 
ing the next Caucus meeting in January, 


when candidates are chosen, more resl- ' 
dents will turn out, homeowners said.' ' 


But one veteran Arlington Heights po- 


litical observer noted tho issues just' 
aren't the same as they were two years 
ago, when 600 fiery homeowners gath- 
ered at the first caucus session. - • 


"We had^the utility tax (village- 1m-., 


posed tax on utilities) last time* and' the 
Vlatorian project," he said. The -Vla- 
torian project, units of low and moder- 
ate-income housing, proposed at Euclid 
and Dryden, brought the real crowds, he 
added. 


BUT THE VILLAGE- board turned 


down the,project over a year ago and 
opponents of the project who were so vo- 
cal then, seemed to have no issue to rally 
behind last night 


Howard Kaygay, one of the leaders op- 


posing the Viatorian project, however, 
said people in that area still are con- 
cerned. about low income housing 
there. "It's not like it used to be," he 
said, but indicated the low and moderate-

housing ' issue in Arlington 


Heights will be an election issue in April.

'Although the issues weren't as burning 


as two years ago, residents still have 
concerns. Traffic congestion, parks, taxes

draws near. 


Stonegate Homeowners don't want Ar- 


thur Street extended across Northwest 
Highway. For them the construction of 
the road is a major election issue.

On Flooding Returned 


at: 


R. J. Peterson, a consulting engineer 


who Is preparing a village-wide flood 
prevention program, reported that nearly 
2,000 of the flooding questionnaires 
mailed to residents this fall haye been 
returned. 


"A substantial majority of these re- 


ported flooding," Peterson told a meet- 
ing of the Citizens Action Committee 
Against Flooding. 


Peterson is using the surveys in the 


preparation of a comprehensive flood- 
control program. The village board has 
agreed to pay $14,000 for the engineering 
work. 


From the returned cards, Peterson es- 


timated that Arlington Heights residents 
suffered a total of $1 million in property 
damage as a result of the Aug. 25 storm 
that flooded homes throughout the North- 
west suburbs and in DuPagc County. 


1'RTKH.SON told the committee that 


rainfall records indicate that Arlington 
Heights weathered three storms in the 


past five years that should have occurred 
only once in 10 to 25 years. 


"This doesn't make too much differ- 


ence. We should have a design that will 
safeguard Arlington Heights against the 
storms Arlington Heights has been ex- 
posed to," Peterson said. 


Referring to the rapid growth of Ar- 


lington Heights through the addition of 
new subdivisions, Peterson told the citi- 
zens committee that "the biggest dollar 
volume of sewers have been built by 
somebody whose interest may not always 
have been in line with the village's." 


"The village Itself should be the con- 


trolling agency for storm water construc- 
tion," he said. 


Peterson's final written report is ex- 


pected sometime around Christmas. 


In an interim report to the committee, 


he outlined the need for four new reten- 
tion basins, including a 100-acre lake 
along McDonald Creek south of the Com- 
monwealth Edison Co. right-of-way. 


Retention Lake Was First 
Proposed Seven Years Ago 


A proposal to build a large retention 


lako along McDonald Creek, recently 
presented as part of a $14,000 flood pre- 
vention study, was first proposed In a 
McDonald Creek study seven years ago. 


John Best, Village Planning Engr., and 


Tom Thornton, director of parks and rec- 
reation for the Arlington Heights Park 
District, recommended in 19G3 that land 
along McDonald Creek be preserved as 
open space and that n GO-70 acre lake be 
constructed for flood control and recrea- 
tional purposes. 


R. J. Peterson, a consulting engineer, 


revived the lake proposal in an interim 
report to the Citizens Action Committee 
Against Flooding earlier this week. 


Peterson recommended a 100-acre lake 


that would run for three-quarters of a 
mllo along the creek south of the Com- 
monwealth Edison right-of-way. 


THORNTON SAID the 1905 study rec- 


ommended the lake in an area between 
Windsor Drive and Schocnbcck Road. 


Mclster-Ncibcrg development company 


has a proposal now pending before the 
plan commission to build 450 con- 
dominium units on SO acres of land nest 


of Windsor Drive. The southeast corner 
of this parcel Is cut by McDonald Creek. 


Tho exact engineering on the Peterson- 


proposed lake, which has not been com- 
pleted, could have a profound effect on 
the Mcistcr-Ncibcrg development plan. 


All of the McDonald Creek land under 


discussion now lies outside the village 
boundaries in unincorporated Wheeling 
Township. 


Although Peterson said he has not yet 


arrived at a cost estimate for the lake 
project, acquisition of the property and 
excavation of the lake would certainly be 
a multi-million project. 


John Woods, Arlington Heights village 


prcs,, said yestcrdny that while the proj- 
ect's cost would be beyond Arlington 
Height's ability to finance by itself, the 
possibility of sharing the cost with other 
agencies should be explored. 


Woods said a growing regional aware- 


ness of the flooding problem has im- 
proved the chances of finding other 
sources of funding. He cited neighboring 
municipalities, the Metropolitan Sanitary 
District and federal funds for open land 
preservation as possibilities. 


Woodfield Mall Properly 
Assessed, Says Atcher 


Woodfield Mall in Schaumburg is prop- 


erly assessed and pays a fair share of 
property taxes, Village Mayor Robert 0. 
Atcher said. 


Atcher responded to charges by the 


Citizens Action Program (CAP), the Illi- 
nois Education Association (IEA), Dlst. 
211 Education Association and Schaum- 
burg Education Association (Dlst. 54). 


Atcher said higher assessments on 


commercial properties like Woodfield 
would discourage their construction, and 
Indirectly place a greater burden on Indi- 
vidual homeowners. 


"I don't have just a flat statement to 


make. Naturally I think It's proper that 
all properties bo on the tax rolls at a fair 
figure. Out I think much more study 
should have been done before they re- 
leased this current release," said the 
Schnumburg mayor. 


TUB KOUU organizations charged un- 


derassessments of Woodfield, land owned 
by Union Oil Co., Motorola Inc.-Commu- 
nicotians Division and Meadow Trace 
Apartment Complex ore costing home- 
owners In the township $4.7 million in tax 
revenue. 


Atcher said the charge that Woodfield 


Is worth $100 million is untrue. When the 
entire Woodfield complex Is completed 
"there is no doubt it will be worth $100 
million," Atcher said. But he noted a 
twin theater building, office buildings, 
bank buildings and ancillary land devel- 
opment will be included in that figure, 
when they are finished. If Woodfield 
proper (the mall and parking area) were 
worth $100 million alone, "it would have 
cost $30 to $CO per square foot, which is 
way beyond the cost of construction for 
facilities such as that," said Atcher. 


The mayor also quarreled with the 


CAP assessment on open land, saying 
"the same people arc making speeches 
about needing open space." Placing high 
assessments on open land would make 
the property too valuable to lie dormant, 
said the mayor. Developers would be 
forced to cover all land with buildings, or 
sell it to someone else who would, If the 
CAP assessment figures were used, he 
said. 


Land values already have made fann- 


ing too expensive in the township, said 
Atcher, pointing out the low number of 
farms In the area. Assessing open land in 
a development at the CAP rates would 
make it Just as prohibitive to leave green 
area, ho said. 


Atcher also charged overly high as- 


sessments would discourage construction 
and other development to the point It 
would no longer take place.

"No developer of commerce and In- 


dustry Is going to look at land, much less 
purchase It for development, If the as- 
sessment Is high," said the mayor.

Of that, 77 days are 
for consecutive meets of the Arlington 
Park and Washington Park Jockey Clubs 
and six days for the Sun-Times/Daily 
News charity meet. 


The charity meet will run from April 


19 to 25, making it the racing season 
opener in the Chicago area. The 77-day 
Jockey club meets will run from April 25 
to July 24. 


"Those arc the dates we got, and that's 


that," said William Thayer, general 
manager of Arlington Park-Washington 
Park Race Tracks Corp. He declined fur- 
ther comment, adding that neither he nor 


other track officials would say any more 
about the schedule. 


TRACK OFFICIALS had requested a 


total of 126 days of racing, the maximum 
allowed by law. And Thayer told the Illi- 
nois Raring Board that the track de- 
serves thai many days, even if it would 
mean leaving only 55 racing days to be 
divided up among three other thorough- 
bred tracks in the Chicago area. 


Even though the 1973 racing season 


will be six days longer than this year's, 
track officials can't be too happy with 
that consolation. Thayer told the racing 
board that Arlington Park will not be 
able to moke future improvements to the 
track and backstretch without a longer 
racing season and the additional funds 
that that brings with it

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Execution Murder 
Victim Linked To 
Other Killings

Investigators arc seeking a connection 


between the execution style killing of a 
man found burled near DCS Plalncs last 
week and several other recent murders 
in the Chicago area. 


The name of the dead man has been 


loirncd by the Herald, but is being with- 
held because neither Cook County Sher- 
iff's police nor officials at the county 
morgue will confirm the man's identity. 


The murder victim, a 44-year-old Chi- 


cago man, was reportedly killed by a 
gunshot wound In his head. The man's 
hands were tied behind his back and a 
pillow case covered his head. There arc 
reports five more bullets were found In 
his back. 


The Herald has learned the murder 


victim was linked to the crime syndicate 
and It has been confirmed the man Is 
wanted by police in Boonc County, 111., 
Elgin, and Chicago. The man also report- 
edly has a criminal record In Washing- 
ton, California, Florida and served time 
In an Illinois prison after a felony con- 
viction. 


TUB MURDERED man was arrested 


In rural Bclvidcrc, III. in Boonc County 
last January otter he allegedly broke into 
a home there. The Boonc County sheriff's 
office sold the man was captured before 
ho could get away. 


Ho was released on a $20,000 bond, but 


never appeared In court on the scheduled 
dote. 


In Juno the same man was arrested by 


Elgin police (or bro king into the home 
of an Illinois State Trooper. He was In- 
dicted for the crime shortly afterwards 
but later disappeared while on bond and 
police in that city arc still looking for 
him. 


There have been reports the man Is 


linked to two other murder victims found 
in the Chicago area but Cook County

sheriff's police who arc handling the in- 
vestigation have denied those reports. 


Dental charts of the man, who has 


been tentatively identified by sheriff's 
police, have been made and will be com- 
pared today to dental records of the man 
believed to be the murder victim. 


Police have said they don't know how 


long the body was burled, however'in- 
dications arc it couldnt have been in the 
grave more than a couple of months be- 
cause the body was only partially decom- 
posed. 


A leather magnifying glass case with 


the name of a Chicago stamp and coin 
shop on it and a set of upper dentures 
found on the body wcro reportedly the 
only clues police had. 


The body was found Friday afternoon 


In a wooded area about 100 feet north of 
Algonquin Road and 100 yards west of 
the Tri-Statc Tollway just cast of Des 
Plalncs. 


TUG COOK COUNTY sheriff's police 


investigators on the cose have continued 
to keep themselves unavailable to report- 
ers for comment on the case. However 
the Herald has learned that the FBI.is 
working on the case and detectives for the 
Chicago police department have also 
been looking Into the murder. 


The other murders reportedly linked to 


the man whose body was found near Des 
Plaines arc also being linked to the un- 
derworld, presumably with drug traffic. 


It haa been learned that the apparent 


murder victim may have a more exten- 
sive criminal record than Is now known 
and that police are withholding the 
man's name In order to check further 
Into his background for connections with 
the crime syndicate. •

Full Accreditation At Stake 
Evaluation Team Hits Oakton College

Oakton Community College yesterday 


was handed a bad report card that may 
mean Its chances of receiving full accre- 
ditation next year are in jeopardy. 


A five-member evaluation team from 


the North Central Association, a school 
accreditation organization, has been ex- 
amining the goals, resources, organiza- 
tion, programs, and student achievement 
at Oakton this week. 


In a summary oral report held at the 


college yesterday, the team combined 
some praise and a lot of stinging criti- 
cism of Oakfon. Unlike most schools, 
Oakton allowed the report to be given in 
public, with faculty, students, community 
residents and the press in attendance. 


NORMAN HARRIS, professor of higher 


education at the University of Michigan, 
told college officials there is "consid- 
erable room for improvement in class- 
room teaching." Harris said the team 
had been visiting Oakton classrooms 
since Monday and recognizes poor acous- 
tics and temperature control as handi- 
caps to teaching but added that even un- 
der these handicaps, classroom teaching 
is still below par. 
,., 


Many of the classes visited appeared to 


be poorly planned, said Harris, with 
"students strolling In and out at will."

found. 


Harris said the need for expanding 


vocational programs at Oakton is criti- 
cal. He said there Is a good selection of 
vocational courses at the college and en- 
rollment in those courses is adequate, 
but questioned whether vocational pro- 
grams received enough priority in light 
of the number of job opportunities avail- 
able in Oakton's district ,

"concerned that career education is not 
receiving as much emphasis as it 
should," at Oakton. . 


THE RIGOR and standards of some of 


the transfer courses are "not up to par," 
for a student who wanted to transfer to a 
school like the University of Illinois after 
completing two years at Oakton, said 
Harris. He said there ore some students 
in transfer courses at Oakton who are 
not adequately prepared to transfer to an 
upper level university. .

dent-oriented philosophy of education, 
which strives to meet the individual 
needs of each student She said students 
felt that the faculty was really interested 
in them and that the faculty was well 
informed on the needs of its students. 


John S. Goff, professor of social sci- 


ence • at Phoenix Community College, 
Phoenix, Ariz., said the faculty is "dedi- 
cated and highly committed" but should

Tests Reveal Gas Leaks

At Bud's Texaco Station 


Leaks have been discovered In the un- 


derground gasoline storage tanks of yet 
another DCS Plnlncs service station, it 
was learned yesterday. 


Tests last Friday at Bud's Texaco, 


Dime Highway and Miner Street, re- 
vealed leaks In two of the station's three 
gasoline storage tanks, Lt. Richard Ar- 
thur of the city's lire prevention bureau, 
said yesterday. 


Tho remaining gasoline was pumped 


out of the two leaky tanks and they will 
bo removed and replaced, Arthur said. 


This Is tho third station where leaks 


have been discovered since a con- 
troversy arose earlier this year over 
gasoline leaking from tanks at Ross Au- 
tomotive, 007 River Rd. 


Complaints from a next door neighbor, 


Burton Kasmcn, 709 River Rd., forced 
tho permanent removal of tho storage 


tanks at Ross Automotive, after a dis- 
pute with Cities Service Oil Co. and the 
city. 


Since then, leaks have been discovered 


and steps taken to correct them at Jeff's 
River Rand Standard Station, 1530 Rand 
Rd., and Maine Automotive Supply, 1300 
Miner St. 


Tho leak problems here have 


prompted a study by tho Illinois Institute 
of E n v i r o n m e n t a l Quality of the 
adequacy of state laws and regulations 
governing underground gasoline storage 
tanks. 


In addition, the fire prevention bureau 


has promised to ask for changes in the 
city code that would help doted leaking 
tanks. Arthur said yesterday that fire 
prevention officials also plan to set up a 
regular Inspection program next year for 
all storage tanks in tho city.

IT STARTED with Scott. All the 


5-ycar-olds In his class at nursery school 
got to stuff and bake an enormous turkey 
two days before Thanksgiving. The 
teacher stood back while 14 children took 
turns adding Ingredients, stirring, dress-

Pure excitement ran through the 


school while the finished product cooked 
In the oven. As parents came by to pick 
up their offspring, they were ushered 
Into the kitchen to view their miraculous 
creation.

down to their very own turkey dinner the 
next day and they couldn't seem to cat 
enough. 


So, now Scott is a cook and he never 


lets me forget it. 


Billy was next. The day of the great 


turkey bake, Billy came home and said 
he needed a half cup of sugar to bring to 
school tho next day. Ho wouldn't tell me 
why but being a loving and under- 
standing mother, I plopped his sugar into 
a plastic bag and retreated to my Ham- 
burger a la Oliver. 


BY WEDNESDAY there were three 


cooks In tho family — Scott, me and Bil- 
ly.

He asked me to print his recipe in my

"not overly impressed" with the past ef- 
forts of the U.S. Department of Housing 
and Urban Development (HUD) to end 
segregation in Chicago public housing. 


The six-year-old suit has led to several 


earlier orders including requirements 
that the Chicago Housing Authority 
(CHA) locate public housing within 
white, city neighborhoods. 


Judge Austin will not rule on the cur- 


rent motions before Jan. 3. 


THE JUDGE GAVE attorneys at yes- 


terday's hearing 35 days to file findings, 
conclusions and other legal memoranda 
with the court. 


At yesterday's concluding session of 


the three-day hearing, ACLU Atty. Alex- 
ander Pollkoff argued that public hous- 
ing In the suburbs Is needed in order to 
enforce the original order to locate low- 
Income housing in white neighborhoods. 


HUD Atty. James Murray argued,

Strum and Drum, founded by Mr. 


Sackhclm in 1063, moved to Its Wheeling 
building In 1968. The $290,000 structure 
has 44,300 square feet of space for of- 
fices, display rooms, manufacturing and 
warehouse space. 


Strum and Drum Imports music in- 


struments and accessories, and the XL 


Screw Corp., established in 1968, imports 
screws, nuts and bolts. Mr. Sackhcim 
originated the concept of importing nuts 
and screws meeting American standards, 
and has been called a pioneer in that 
field. The firm is in the process of plan- 
ning a new building. 


A graduate of the University of Chi- 


cago, Mr. Sackheim founded Heads and 
Threads Corp., which produced fasten- 
ers. The firm was sold in 1960 to MLS

Watershed 
Agreement 


Federal agencies In Washington, D.C., 


will have until mid-January to study and 
comment on the Upper Salt Creek Water- 
shed Agreement, according to Tom Ham- 
ilton, chairman of the Upper Salt Creek 
Watershed Steering Committee. 


Hamilton said yesterday 
that the 


agreement was circulated about two 
weeks ago and the agencies were given a 
60-day time limit In which to reply. 


Comments from the various agencies 


will then be included in the report to the 
Senate public works commission. 


The commission will then make a rec- 


ommendation on possible federal funding 
for the project. 


If the commission recommends federal 


funding, and the Congress acts on it in 
the next legislative session, money would 
be available for the 1974 fiscal year 
which starts July 1,1973. 


The Upper Salt Creek Watershed 


Agreement is a $26.5 million project to 
build flood controls across Salt Creek. 
Federal funds for approximately half the 
cost are being sought. These funds would 
be administered through the U.S. Soil 
Conservation Service. 


The remainder of the funds would 


come from state and local government 
a g e n c i e s . Sixteen state and local 
agencies signed the agreement before it 
was sent to Washington in mid-Septem- 
ber. 


After the agreement had been sent to 


Washington, Gov. Richard Ogilvie an- 
nounced that the state was not going to 
wait for federal funding, but would pro- 
ceed immediately on the project using 
state funds. 


A spokesman for Gov.-elect Daniel 


Walker, Ogilvie's successor, has said 
that Walker will continue to support the 
state's plan to proceed on the project.

NEW YORK - (NBA) - I called 


Johnny Rodgers In Lincoln, Neb., and 
read him the above.

I was 
17,'I'm 21 now. The'couple other things 
were traffic violations. It's surprising

So 
she was just a kid, too, when I was corn- 
in' up. I have a younger sister and broth- 
er. We were poor. We moved like seven 
or eight times before I was 13.1 remem- 
ber we lived in this big house, like an 
apartment house, but we lived on the 
sixth or seventh floor walkup. In the at- 
tic. We had two rooms. I had to sleep 
with my sister. My brother wasn't born 
yet. Then we moved to another apart- 
ment. One room, for four people.

"I was hanging around with all kinds 


of guys; playing ball with them. Some 
were better athletes than me. But a lot of 
them ended up in jail or reformatory or 
quit school. I could have got in trouble 
like 10 tunes, 11 times. Instead I got into 
one bad scape. That's all. It was a mis- 
take, and Im sorry for it. 


"But sports kept me from doing more 


bad stuff. And like after high school I 
wanted to go to college. My mother 
didn't understand. She wanted me to get

"Maybe she was right about the last,

The boredom makes you want to do 
something. But I Just stay in my apart- 
ment and watch TV every night. I feel 
like I'm being watched. Cops come to my 
apartment about four times a month, 
checkin' me out. They never come before 
1 in the morning, and more like 2 or 3 in 
the morning, and get me out of bed. 


They say they're checin' about some dis- 
turbance. 


"I was busted last summer for posses- 


sion of marijuana. But I wasn't booked, 
wasn't charged with anything. I was 
cleared, because there was no mari- 
juana. But there was national publicity. 


"I had a detective check on my phone. 


He found it was tapped. Lot of people 
here not really for me. They're trying to 
catch me in trouble. I don't know, maybe 
they think I'm uppity, getting ahead too 
fast. I think I was being followed, too. 
I'm paranoid all the time here. 


"I actually feel that after the football 


season is over, after January 1, I'm go- 
ing to be a very nervous person. They 
won't need me any more to win football 
games. I want to leave here and go to 
school in Omaha but my probation offi- 
cer won't let me. No, I won't graduate in 
four years. Very few athletes do. Be- 
sides, how can I keep my mind on stud- 
ies with all this happening": 


"I want the Heisman more than ever 


because so many people don't want me 
to have it. I have the stats for the award. 
I have the achievements. People gave 


. me another chance to play. I played 


well, I kept straight I think I'm an all- 
right dude."

about 50,000.

tional Guard and the reserves, there 
might have to be a special draft after 
June 30 to keep reserve forces up to 
strength.

There just aren't enough large trees to 


give you lumber in the large dimension- 
you often would like. And a wide thin 
board, even if obtainable, Is subject to 
warping and twisting. 


Plywood has improved so much in re- 


cent years that it is strong enough to use 
in heavy construction, fine enough to be 
used as elegant paneling. 


Plywood is not artificial. It is made of 


thin sheets of natural wood glued togeth- 
er with plastic resins under heat and 
pressrj-e. 


The grains of each layer alternate, 


running at right angles to each other. 
This is what gives plywood its great 
strength. 


The extra dimension of plywood layers 


is achieved by peeling logs on giant lath- 
es. This method of cutting a log gives 
plywood its strange grain and identifies 
rotary grain plywood, the most com- 
mon. 


MORE CONVENTIONAL and hand- 


some grains can be obtained by cutting 


the log in half and then slicing with razor 


• sharp blades into extremely thin sheets, 


or by quartering the log and then slicing. 
Such plywood is more expensive. 


Just as with ordinary lumber, plywood 


is available in both softwood and hard- 
wood. There are "also interior and ex- 
terior grades from which to choose. The 
exterior grades are bonded with resins 
that are waterproof. 


Plywood differs in the way you handle 


it. Cutting is the problem most people 
encounter since there is a tendency for 
the cut to be ragged and full of splinters 
along one surface. 


You want to protect the good side of 


the plywood. To do this, remember that 
the point of each saw tooth must enter 
the wood on the surface that will be ex- 
posed, the surface you want to leave in 
good condition. , 


Using a hand saw or a table saw, keep 


the good side up. Using a portable power 
saw, keep the good face down. 


"IP YOU LAY out a pattern on the 


plywood, keep this in mind when you do 


it and trace the pattern on the proper 
side depending on what kind of a saw 
you are going to use. 


Use a fine tooth blade on a power saw 


and set the height so that the teeth just 
protrude above the plywood as you cut 
through it. 


Planing can chew up an edge if done 


as you would with ordinary lumber. 
W.ork along the finish side first, angling 
the blade toward the center line of the 
wood. Use short strokes and don't let the 
blade go through to the opposite side. 


When you have finished as far as you 


can on one edge, turn the work over and 
work from the opposite edge. 


Should you have to sand, always sand 


with the grain. 


Plywood generally comes in sheets 


four by eight feet Take advantage of the 
size and lay out your work with as little 
waste as possible.

preparing for a cruise to Greece in May 
aboard the U.S.S, Sanctuary along with 
500 other sailors — and only about 15 per 
cent arc women.

"There have been nurses aboard hospi- 


tal ships before, but we have women in 
our company who will be swabbing the 
decks and performing other seaman 
tasks right along with the men," said 
Joyce.

members can learn to do much more 
than they have to help a person in 
trouble. The fact that they haven't 
done more is not because they don't want 
to but because they don't know any bet- 
ter. 


"Quite often," Dr. Rubinstein contin- 


ued, "we have been able to prevent hos- 
pitallzation of the psychiatric patient be- 
cause the family cooperates as a thera- 
peutic agent. This-of course saves the 
family despair, anxiety and the fear ol 
not knowing what will happen with this 
person in the future. When a family is 
helpful we have found the patient even 
recuperates much faster."

director of the SBA, said there have been 
4.308 home-loan applications for more 
than $13 million, and 142 business-loan 
applications for more than $2 million. . 


Dwycr, who spoke Tuesday at a four- 


hour seminar on flood control sponsored 
by the Chicago Association of Commerce 
and Industry and held at the Sherman 
Hotel in Chicago, said more than $9 mil- 
lion in loans already have been awarded. 


DWYER WAS ONE OF several mem- 


bcrs of a panel of experts discussing pos- 
sible solutions to the flooding problem, 
Including proposed legislation and en- 
forcement of existing laws. • 


Also speaking was James Rclchardt, 


administrative assistant of the Illinois 
Department of Local Governmental Af- 
fairs, who told of the agency'! In- 
volvement in the National Flood Insur- 
ance Program, which provides relief for 


family; the patient should not be iso- 
lated, according to Dr. Rubinstein, from 
this unit so the family is involved with 
the patient throughout his hospital stay. 


"We involve the entire family as soon 


as possible in regular sessions. We in- 
clude all children in the family who can 
contribute to the sessions. By working on 
the family's role relationship we help not 
only the patient but we prevent further 
problems in the family as well." 


WHAT IF A family doesn't want to 


participate in therapy? "Usually I give 
them an example," explained Dr. Ru- 
binstein, "I tell them they are asking me 
to do something while at the same time 
they're asking me not to be able to do it. 
I explain the importance of their re- 
sources In helping their patient get reha- 
bilitated. 


"I tell them if they brought me a car 


for repair they would bring the whole car 
rather than the malnunctioning part. In 
turn, if they ask me to repair anything in 
the family then it's important that I 
handle all the difficulties of the unit. 


"I find," Dr. Rubinstein added, "that If 


a family is given the opportunity to sit 
together and discuss their difficulties and 
find how much they can gain from sitting 
together — they are more prone to come 
in.

"The whole principge of rehabilitation 


IB that we can count on the positive 
healthy aspects of the family and the 
patient's personality and then utilize 
this in the cure of the so-called patient."

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Social Therapist Training 
Open To All Degreed Women 


Orientation Is now underway for the so- 


cial therapist training program offered 
by Forest Hospital Postgraduate Center, 
515 Wilson Lane, DCS Plaincs. Men and 
women with bachelor degrees are invited 
to contact the Center, 827-8811, for infor- 
mation on the program, scheduled to be- 
gin Dec. II. 


Social therapists (STs) arc para-pro- 


fessionals in the psychiatric field. 


"The psychiatric community can't pos- 


ilbly produce enough standard profes- 
sionals to meet the needs of the coun- 
try." said Dr. Robert Wlllford, director 
of the Postgraduate Center. "There is a 
. greater incidence of mental health dis- 
orders today than there has ever been 
before. The ST is a vital Ingredient if the 
tide Is ever to bo turned." 


The year-long program Is divided Into 


three parts. The first 12 weeks are spent 
with trainees learning at the hospital. 
F o u r areas arc emphasized: psy- 
chopathology, group systems, leadership 
and personal'^growth. After the causes 
and symptoms of mental disorders arc 
studied, STs arc taught the techniques 
and leant to lead nine groups systems: 
encounter, 
sensitivity, 
transactional 


analysis, Gcstalt, psychodrama, biocncr- 
getlcs, psychomotor, family and marital 
therapy and crisis Intervention. 


TIIAINEES SPEND eight weeks Inter- 


ning at hospitals, youth centers and other 
Institutions In the area to put their 
knowledge Into practice. STs arc placed 
in the area In which they wish to special- 
ize, such as working with the mentally 
111, with adolescents, the elderly, etc. 


Throughout the 20 weeks STs partici- 


pate In personal growth sessions. "We 
believe an ST is more than a technician 
who understands group dynamics," Will- 
ford said. "He must be a representative 
of good mental health. His own person- 
ality and the way he conducts his own 
life arc as important as his knowledge of 
other people. We expect a commitment 
from each person to pay attention to his 
own problems and hang-ups." 


The remalnlrig 32 weeks of the pro- 


gram are spent by the STs working at 
full-time jobs. The Postgraduate Center 
assists in job placement and staff mem- 
bers provide professional supervision for 
the remainder of the year. 


The social therapist program is credit- 


ed by Northeastern Illinois University. 
STs receive 16 credit hours towards a 
master's degree from the University. 


"IN THE PAST the program has been 


especially attractive to women who wish 
to enter or re-enter the mental health 
field," Wlllford said. "A person's age 
makes no difference — we have had suc- 
cessful STs from their 20s on up." 


The role of the social therapist Is to 


react between and with people in a 
therapeutic way. STs have gone on to 
work in community health centers, in 
schools as counselors and special educa- 
tion teachers and in hospitals. 


"Wo must take mental health to the 


community rather than waiting in an in- 
stitution for it to come to us," Wlllford 
said. "Much of the ST concept Is to get 
out of the office and Into the community 
to serve Its needs."

Dear Dorothy: Intrigued by your com- 


in rut about carbon tctrachloridc and 
wonder If there might be any danger in a 
home fire extinguisher containing this 
stuff?-Mario C. 


If you haven't bought one, don't. If 


you've got one, get rid of It. Matter of 
fact, I don't know how you'd get one now 
since a federal regulation prohibits car- 
bon tct (or mixtures containing it) from 
snlc for any home use. But just In case 
there's been a slip somewhere, don't use 
it. It isn't flammablllty (carbon let Is 
nonflammable); its the toxic quality of 
the fumes. If you're punlcd as to how to 
get rid of an extinguisher containing car- 
bon tct, call the fire department. They 
ought to be glad to help.

Tip for new cooks: If coconut Is a fa- 


vorite around your place, pull a surprise 
with a tonsted coconut pic shell plus 
whatever kind of filling pleases your fan- 
cy. All you have to do is stir IVi cup of 


coconut in a large skillet over low heat 
. until toasted; then stir into this 3 table- 
spoons of butter or margarine. Press this 
mixture evenly into an 8-inch pic pan 
and chill.

Just polishing off the last of the 


Thanksgiving turkey as I write this, and 
already Christmas is barking down the 
door. 


Are you, also, knee-deep in making 


things for Christmas? 


The Arlington Heights Garden Club 


win have its annual wreath-making 
workshop next week, and I know from 
previous years it's the best place in town 
to learn the Christmas crafts. 


I learned how to make totally profes- 


sional-looking bows from the women, as 
well as elegant swags, wreaths and cen- 
terpieces. 


If you can't attend the workshop, let 


me tell you the secret of making a good- 
looking wreath is an adequate form — 
store-bought straw, metal or Styrofoam 
wreath-form preferred. 


WIRE COAT hangers-can be used if 


you keep the wreath small. It won't take 
the weight of anything bigger than a hat- 
box, and putting two coat hangers togeth- 
er is bad mechanics. There, is nothing 
quite as depressing as a saggy wreath 
alter the wreath-maker has put so much 
time into it. 


The best choice of boughs for the 


wreath is balsam — believe me I've tried 
everything in the last 15 years — with a 


little white pine for accent Balsam is 
easy to work with and not too sappy. 
Spruce is sharp. Pine Is too soft and 
tends to mat down instead of being 
bushy. 


Other inside tips for best wreath re- 


sults include using only the tips of the 
branches. Don't try to shove two or three 
foot-long boughs Into the form. It will 
look slipshod. If you go to all the trouble 
of getting boughs, forms, wire, ribbon, 
decorations, plan to spend an hour put- 
ting it together. 


THE PROFESSIONALS use a wreath- 


making machine, but you can whip yours 
up fairly quick with a continuous spool of 
No. 26 green florist wire. 


Slip the branches into the form one 


from the outside, one from the Inside and 
one at right angles to out and In. Fill in 
any bare spots as you progress. 


Some people cover both front and back 


of the form with boughs or felt, but if It 
hangs against a wall or door, the wreath 
doesn't really need a back cover. 


In my neighborhood the gift stores 


charge $4.95 to send a box of boughs with 
a big bow and a red bird. You might 
want to fix up a box of your own and 
send It to someone far away. 


With Thanksgiving over, the Christmas 


shopping rush is on. If you are consid- 
ering purchasing an artificial Christmas 
tree this year, the National Safety Coun- 
cil has these warnings: Metallic trees 
can give you an electrical shock if you ry 
to wire them. Never string lights on this 
typo of tree, but use an offtree spotlight 
for illumination. If you ore buying a non-' 
metallic artificial tree, make sure that it 
has been flame-proofed. 


Decorations also should be non-flam- 


mable, regardless of whether your tree is 
real or artificial. Angel hair made of 
glass wool won't burn, but some other 
materials might. Likewise, most spray- 
on flocking snow is non-flammable, al- 
though I found some in a local variety 
store that was labeled flammable. Any 
kind of flammable spray — whether 
snow or scent or whatever — should not 
be used anywhere. 


In addition, even non-flammable snow, 


when sprayed on angel hair, creates a 
combustible combination. Put the snow 
on the tree before the angel hair. Be sure 
the adhesive used on commercially 
flocked trees is non-flammable, also. 


CHRISTMAS MEANS small shining 


faces surveying the new toys Santa left 
under the tree. Santa, of course, knows 
just what to bring each child, but parents 
must take care in selecting gifts for their 
tots, lest a toy be inappropriate or un- 
safe. The National Safety Council offers 
these guidelines: 


• Babies up to one year of age like to 


feel, chew, hold, drop and look at things. 
Buy brightly colored toys to hang where 
the baby can see them, or toys that 
squeak or rattle. But be sure that the 
toys are too large to be swallowed and 
that they have no small attachments that 
might come loose. 


• Toddlers from 1 to 2 years of age 


love to investlgae the world. Choose play- 
things that they can take apart and put 
back together, or move from one place to 
another. 


• Between 2 and 3 years of age chil- 


dren love to experiment; They like to 
build things with blocks, turn the pages 


of books, dabble with finger paints. But 
they still may try to swallow small ob- 
jects, so be careful about the size of the 
toy. 


• AT 3 OR 4 years of age, the child 


often tries to Imitate adults. Good "let's 
pretend" gifts include small brooms and 
carpet sweepers, toy telephones, dolls, 
miniature tools, trucks and tractors and 
suitcases to pack and unpack. 


• Little people start to be more creat- 


ive in their ,lay around ages 4 to 6. They 
enjoy paints and point books, dools that 
have clothes or a doll house and furni- 
ture, small sports equipment, simple 
construction set and even costumes for 
dramatic play. 


• By age 6 children like to test their 


manipulative ability. Select play equip- 
ment that will help to develop the child's 
skills, but be sure the toys are not too 
complicated. Simple games and puzzles, 
construction sets, or a sled will all make 
good Christmas gifts. 


The Interests of children 8 years and 


older vary widely, so select a toy with 
the child specifically in mind. 


A NEW TWIST to the popular chem- 


istry set might Interest some children in 
this age group. It's called "Ecology & 
You" kit. Marketed by Bradley Associ- 
atcs, the 34-plecc environmental pollution 
test set provides materials and instruc- 
tions for performing various tests on air, 
water and soil. 


After you have made your selections, 


check the toys for hazards such as sharp 
edges, points, wires, etc: Look for non- 
toxic labels on art supplies and painted 
toys and the UL label on electrical toys. 
Buy only battery-operated toys for young 
children, not electrical. 


Earth-bound Santas might be intersted 


in a new publication called "Toy Re- 
view," which rates over 100 toys based 
on the opinions of children and parents. 
Edited by MIT graduac Lewis C. Clapp, 
father of one, toe quarterly magazine of- 
fers parents the results of both the expe- 
riences of its readers as well as tests by 
its staff.
